The men asked Goodrich if he want- 
ed to make some money, and told him if he 
did to come along, as they knew where there 
wae $4,000 or $5,000 to be made. Goodrich 
says he was promised an even share if 
he would help. Then, he says, they all 
took a cable car from down-town 
and rode to the limits. From there 
they took a horse-car tou the electric road. 
This took them to Evanston, From thie 
they walked to Wilinette. Goodrich says he, 
Logan, and Spofford went straight’ to 
Wheeler’s house on Lake avenue. He says he 
does not know what time it was. Arrived at 
the house, Goodrich says he was stationed 
near the back door and told: 
Says He Stood on Guard. 


** You stay here, and if any one comes along 
give a whistle.”’ 

Goodrich represents himself as doing what 
he was told. Asked how long he waited, he 
said it must have been two hours—anyhow it 
seemed like it. Then, he says, one of the 
men, he does not know which, came out on to 
the back porch and asked in a whisper: 

“Is everything all right?’ 

** Yes,”’ he answered, and the man lifted 
something from the back porch and reéntered 
the house. What the bundle was Goodrich 
professes not to know. He was asked if it 
was not the kerosene can, but again he pro- 
fessed ignorance. 

Just then a light seemed to strike Goodrich 
and he hastily began to explain himself about 
the razor. He admitted that he had stolen 
the razor from Shérman’s house, and said 
that on the night of the murder he had given 
the weapon to Spofford. This admission got 
him into a tangle later on. 

After the man carrying the bundle had re- 
entered Wheeler’s house Goodrich gays he 
waited about ten minutes. Suddenly ‘four or 
five shots were fired in rapid succession, and 
the next second Spofford burst from the 
house and called to him. 

* Run. Run for your life.’’ 

Goodrich says he and Spofford ran diago- 
nally across the lot. crossed Alexander avenue, 
went through Mrs. Bunker’s yard, past Parr’s 
house, and down the alleys towards the rail- 
road-tracks. He saysthat at Central avenue 
and the alley between John street and Alex- 
ander avenue he and Spofford ran into a man. 
This was Mr. Parr, who was leaving his 


house to go to the fire, and who afterwards - 


told the police he had seen two men run down 
the alley. 
Runs for His Life. 

This meeting, says Goodrich, scared him so 
he redoubled his speed. He says he eusily 
outran Spofford and supposes he. ran 
south. Then Goodrich says he made 
straight for his brother-in-law’s cellar, 
flung the doors open and dived 
in, careless of the crash made by the doors 
behind him. He had slept there betore and 
knew’ the basément thoroughly. His only 
thought was concealment and he crawled over 


ind it,.and hide” 


There, hesays, he lived four days, creeping 
out at night to steal the food always kept in 
the cellar. He says he managed to keep out 
of sight and sound of every one and that 
neither Kate Jackson, the, servant, nor any 
one else knew he was in the house. Then he 
stole a suit of clothes from the house and left. 

He was then reminded that the razor had 
been found with his clothes. His explanation 
was ready. Spofford, as he ran, gave hima 
package, which, he says, contained a silver- 
backed hair brush and the razor. He said he 
threw the brushaway in the alley and kept 
the razor; No such brush has been found in 
Wilmette. 

Then Goodrich was allowed to tell his story 
how he liked. He said that since he had come 
to Chicago he had been shoveling coal in a 
basement at No. 218 Washington street in 
exchange for being allowed to sleep in the 
warin, but the fireman had turned him out as 
too dirty. Once, he said, he had met Spof- 
ford on the street. Spofford was well dressed 
and Goodrich asked him for money. Spof- 
ford said he had none. 

That is Goodrich’s story as he tells it. The 
police do not believe it all, but it is good 
enough for a starter, they say. As a matter 
of fact they believe Goodrich committed the 
murder. It is hardly probable that Logan 
and Spofford—confessedly strangers in Wil- 
mette—should plan the robbery or know Mrs. 
Cron had money. Goodrich says the men 
told him Mrs. Cron had $4,000 in 
the house. This is the exact amount 
which Wilmette rumor allotted to Mrs. 
Cron. It is not probable strangers 
would know it. The exact amount of money 
in the house at the time of the murder was 
$1,900. This was hidden in the pedestal of 
an ornament on the mantel, and as the hiding 
place was known only to three persons it is 
not thought the men got the money. 

There are some puzzling things about 
Goodrich’s confession. With all his anxiety 
to inculpate Spofford and clear himself he is 
unable to explain the mysterious revolver 
found in the ruins. This revolver had six 
chambers; one cartridge had been fired; the 
others were exploded by heat. 

Goodrich says Spofford had a gun, but his 
pistol would not “ break’’—that is, it 
was not of the self-extracting . pattern. 
The revolver found in the ruins was 
an extractor. 

On Track of the Third Man. 

Of this third man the police have so good a 
track that his arrest \is only a question of 
hours. The man, they say, has been in the 
hands of the police before. His real name is 
not **Spofford.”” This name is given him be- 
cause it was the name on the handkerchief 
found in the Sherman basement. 

Inspector Shea was angry when he heard 
the arrest had become known. At first he re- 
fused to say anything, but when he had been 
asked the same question in twenty-five differ- 

ways he said: 
a” Well, I've got Goodrich locked up down 
stairs. Now, what are you going to do about 
it?’ 
Not receiving any reply the Inspector stared 
at the northeast corner of his office. 

‘There is only one thing perfectly clear 
and that is that Frank Wheeler is exonerated. 
He didn’t havea thing to do with it. I said 
so right along. When I talked with Goodrich 
I knew it.”’ . 

‘‘ What did Goodrich say?” 

« That will be given out when I get good 
and ready, not before. As I have maintained 
right along, there were three men in this 
thing. Logan is dead, Goodrich we've got. 
There’s another te come. We may have 
trouble to get him now.” 

Goodrich’s confession goes far to clear up 
the mystery surrounding a brutal murder. 
Nov. 4 Frank Wheeler heard burglars in his 
house, and, following, shot and killed one. 
Before he could return the house took fire and 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Cron, was burned to 
death. No clew could be found, and even 


Wheeler himself’ fell under suspicion. No | 


light was seen until a pile of bloody clothes 
and a razor were found in a basement and 
identified as Goodrich’s. This led to his 
arrest and the discovery of the identity of his 


‘companion, — 


Alice Martin he has stood almost beneath the 
shadow of the gallows and been reprieved. 
Painter was to hang today, but last night at 
10:06 Gov, Altgeld walked into the Western 
Union telegraph office at Springfieid., Ill., and 
wrote the following message: 
‘ James H. Gilbert, Sheriff Cook County, IIL: 
I have reprieved the sentence of George H. 
Painter, and postponed his execution until Jan. 
12, 1804, at 8 o'clock a.m. Have sent papers by 
mail. JOHN P,. ALTGELD, Governor. 
The wires were working badly, owing to the 
rain, and it was 10:30 before the message 
clicked into the Western Union. office in the

Phenix Building. The night manager rushed 
to the telephone, called up the fire alarm 
office, which has connection with the jail by 
private telephone, and said: 

*“ Tell Painter that Gov. Altgeid has re- 
prieved him until Jan. 12. We’li start a boy 
over with the message in a minute.”’ Two 
minutes later the man whose term of life had 
been lengthened from twelve hours to four 
weeks heard the news. 

Sheriff Gilbert absolutely refused to per- 
mit anybody to see or talk with Painter. 
Several newspaper men asked permission to 
goin, but the Sheriff said * No,” declaring 
that Painter had requested him not to let any 
one see him. The Sheriff stated that 
his prisoner received the news joyfully, 
brightened up a great deal, and exclaimed 
that he was glad the longed-for message had 
arrived eat last and relieved him of his terrible 
suspense. He also expressed faith in his 
ability to prove his innocence. 

Ground for the Clemency. 

The ground on which Executive clemency 
was based is that of new evidence, Judge Clif- 
ford and ex-State’s-Attorney Longenecker 
adding their appeals to those of Painter’s at- 
torneys, who asked for time in which to se- 
cure it. The story is that Dick Edwards, who 
killed four women in Denison, Tex., and is 
now serving a life sentence in the penitentiary 
of that State, is the man who killed the Mar- 


tin woman. Edwards murdered Mrs. Hattie. 


Hynes in Denison, Téx., May 17, 1892, pre- 
cisely one year after the murder of the 
Martin woman at No. 86 Green street. The 
description of Edwards tallies exactly with 
those given by Mrs. Augusta Roth of No. 420 
Fulton street and May Slattery, who make 
affidavit that they saw a man known to them 
as ** Dick’’ with Alice Martin shortly before 
her lifeless body was found by Painter. On 
this evidence Maj. Biackburn and Mr. Case 
telegraphed the Governor a request for a res- 
pite for two weeksin order that Mrs. Roth 
and May Slattery may be taken to Texas for 
the purpose of identifying Edwards. 

‘* The evidence which we have obtained,” 
said Maj. Blackburn Jast night, *‘ has come 
out gradually, link by link, until with the 
news of the incarceration of Dick Edwards at 
Sherman, Tex., the chain seems complete. 
We heard thata man named Dick Edwards 
was under a life sentence in Texas for killing 
a woman May 17, 1892. The coincidence 
of dates attracted our attention and we tele- 
graphed the prosecuting attorney at Sfer- 
man, Tex., for information. We received 
his reply: ‘Dear Sir: Replying’ to 
yours of the Sth inst., I have 
to say that one Dick Edwards was tried here 
two weeks ago charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Hattie Haynes in Denison, Tex., the 
night of May 17, 1892. He was found guilty 
and his punishment fixed at imprisonment for 
life. In my investigation of this case I did 
not locate him at the time you speak of—to- 
wit: Nov. 17, 1891. Edwards is a man be. 
tween 30 and 35 years old, dark hair and 
eyes, square shoulders, weight about 160 
pounds, with dark mustache and no beard, 
and about 5 feet 10 inches in height. Yours 
truly, Rice Maxry. 

Information from a Woman. 

“This afternoon a woman, who said her 
name was Mrs. Augusta Roth and that she 
was the wife of a bailiff who was on duty in 
Judge Clifford’s court at the time of the 
Painter trial, came to me and said she wished 
to make an affidavit, as she believed Painter 
was innocent. Her affidavit was that for two 
months Painter and the Martin woman 
were her tenants. During this time 
aman named Dick called frequently 
upon Alice Martin, but always when Painter 
was away. The night of May 16, the night 
before the murder, Mrs. Roth says: she was 
walking along Green street when she came 
upon Alice Martin and Diek talking earnestly 
together. She overheard Dick say: ‘ Get me 
that money or I'll fix you so that you will 
never be able to give Painter any more 
money.” Mrs. Roth was able to give a full 
description of the man Dick; and it tallies ac- 
@urately with that of Dick Edwards. 

** May Slattery,’’ continued Maj. Blackburn, 
‘** alsofurnisbed us important testimony. She 
wears tht on the night of the murder at ten 
minutes before 12, while standing in a door- 
way on Green street, near Alice Martin’s resi- 
dence, she saw the Martin womdn and the 
man Dick enter the woman’s house. Her 
description of the man also fits Dick 
Edwards. In view of. this evidence at 
3 o’clock this afternoon we _ telegraphed 
Gov. Altgeld as follows: ‘We have within 
the last hour discovered important testimony 
that we think uninistakably points to another 
than George H. Painter as the guilty offender. 
We have to procure tlie testimony at Sherman, 
Tex. Will you grant a respite for two weeks? 
That will enabie us to obtain it. We beg you 
to grant this favor in behalf of one who we 
believe is innocent and whose innocence we 
now think we can establish. C. H. Blackburn 
and Theodore Case.’ 

*The Governor replied as follows: ‘You 
say nothing about the nature of the testimony 
you have discovered nor what assurance you- 
yave you can getit. Reading of the evidence 
in the Painter case has convinced me beyond 
alldoubt of Painter’s guilt. This being so I 
cannot interfere at this late hour without 
having something positive and definite to base 
my actionon. John P. Altgeld.’ . 

“In answer to this we telegraphed: * Our 
letter comes from the Prosecuting Attorney 
at Sherman, Tex., and shows the conviction, 
two weeks ago, of the man Dick mentioned in 
affidavits read you of the murder of a woman. 
‘His description is the same as Painter’s and 


‘*Tn answer came the reprieve. The letter of 
Attorney Maxey wae shown Judge Clifford 
and ex-State’s-Attorney Longenecker and they 
joined heartily in our request to the Governor. 
Judge Clifford’s .telegrain was as fol- 
lows: ‘fase and Blackburn have 
just presented letter from. Texas de- 
scribing - Berson of about Painter's 
size who it is claimefl was seen “to enter the 
house just before midnight the day of the 
murder, and while I express no opinion as to 
the value of the information yet I think the 
cause of justice would not be impaired by 
granting a two weeks’ respite to investigate 
identity of person and I join in recommend- 
ing it.’ °° > : 

F. A. Mitchell said last night thatall he 
knew about the new witness was that his name 
was Buckley and that he was well acquainted 
with the man named Déck and could positive- 
ly identify him as thé man who entered the 
Green street house with Alice Martin. 

During the day the finishing touches were 
given the gallows and it was tested with bags 
of sand weighing 150 and 200 pounds. In 
the afternoon the Rev. Dr. H. W. Bolton, 
pastor of the Centenary Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Monroe and Morgan streets, called 
to see Painter. Dr. Bolton remained with 
him for four hours. In the evening Painter 
wrote a number of letters. During the day, 
although he could hear the men at work om 
the gallows, he displayed firm and unflinching 
nerve. He ate a hearty breakfast at 10 
o’clock and smoked a cigar afterward. 

‘t] have given up all hope now,” said he in 
reply to a question, ‘*I suppose the program 
will be carried out tomorrow. But I want to 
say that an innocent man will be officially 
murdered. Once I wrote some matter to be 
publighed after I was dead. But I tore it up. 
My friends know I am innocent, and others 
would not believe what I sayanyway. I sleep 
well and eat well. I am not going to stop eat- 
ing until I have to.’’ 


MARLER’S FRIENDS PLAN A RESCUE, 


Officers Closely Guard a Sentenced Mur- 
derer at Pineville, Ky. 

BaRBOURSVILLE, Ky., Dec. 14.—The friends 
of Bob Marler, the murderer condemned to 
hang tomorrow at Pineville, had concocted 
plans to liberate him tonight. Officers of this 
county destroyed the plot late last night and 
a stranger was arrested at the depot. He was 
heavily armed and had a newly-made key 
which fitted the lock of the Pineville jail, 
The jail will be heavily guarded tonight. 
Marler killed Miss Mary E. Bowden near 
Middlesborough last September by shooting 
into a train. 

SMITHPORT, Pa., Dec. 14.—Ralph Cross- 
mire was hanged here this mornmg for the 
murder of his mother, Mrs. Lucetta Cross- 
mire,a year ago. Crossmire left a written 
statement with his attorneys. It was a ram- 
bling, incoherent story and had no bearing on 
the crime. On the advice of his attorneys and 
the Sheriff the statement was burned. 


Brockvitie, Ont., Dee. 14.—Charles J. 


Luckey was hanged for the murder of his 
father, sister, and step-mother this morning. 
He went to the gallows with a smiling face. 
Up to the last he protested his innocence, and 
to outward appearances died perfectly happy. 

Pirrspure, Pa., Dec. 14.—Angelo Zappa 
was hanged at 10:55 o’clock today. He mur- 
dered Frank Helmstetter the evening of July 
4, 1892.

At Mount Vernon, Ind., the Motion from 
North to Seuth Makes a Stir. 

Mount Vernon, Ind., Dec. 14.—/Special.] 
—Three distinct shocks of earthquake were 
felt this afternoon. The first shock came 
shortly before 1 o’clock, and was slight. Peo- 
ple in the streets felt the movement of ‘he 
earth under their feet from side to side, last- 
ing several seconds. The motion was from 
north to south, and was sufficient to set 
chandeliers swinging in the houses and to 
tumble queensware and other articles from 
the shelves in the stores. The third shock oc- 
curred about two minutes after the second, 
and was plainly perceptible.

SOUTHERN INDIANA IS SHAKEN, 


Places Near the Ohio River Feel the 
Shocks Most. 

Inp1raNnaPouis, Ind., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Alarming reports are being received here to- 
night of a series of earthquake shocks felt at 
Mount Vernon, Princeton, and Evansville, 
this State, today, as well as at Southern IIli- 
nois points. The first shock occurred about 
noon in Indiana, but is reported to have been 
felt at intervals for two hours previous to that 
time in Illinois. 

This part of the country for years has been 
subject to such disturbances, shocks of more 
or less violence being. reported twice within 
the last eight months. Geologists believe the 
crust beneath the Ohio River in this section is 
thin, and that immense caves yet undiscov- 
ered and extending for leagues will some day 
be found there. 

It is only about 100 miles southwest of this 
point in the western part of Kentucky and 
Missouri that the terrible earthquake of 1811 
occurred, devastating a large area, destroying 
lives and property in the neighborhood of 
New Madrid, Mo., and producing the great 


| “sunk lands’’ area in-Kentucky that resulted. 


-in the formation of Reel Foot Lake, extend- 
ing through two counties. At that time the 
earth wasagitated for months, the seismic dis- 
turbance being felt within a,radivs of 300 
miles, The Qhio River rose and sunk in 
great undulations and lakes were formed and 
then drained again. The surface of the earth 
burst open in tissures, sometimes for a milein 
extent. Mud and water were thrown into the 
air as high as treetops. The disturbances 
ceased with the great earthquake at Caracas 
in March, 1812. 


AND HER POCKETBOOK WAS NOT STOLEN. 


Mrs. King Chased the Man She Thought 
Was a Thief. 

When Mrs. Lou King of No. 70 South Car- 
penter street returned home late yesterday 
afternoon she saw that her pocketbook was 
not where she had leftit, onatable. She 
walked into the hallway and _. there 
saw a young man ~apparently trying 
to hide. She seized him as he tried to run, 
but he broke from her grasp and ran to Mad- 
ison street, where he boarded a passing cable 
train. Mrs. King followed him, and an 
officer, seeing the man, arrested him.

It wasa pugzle to many pedestrians last 
evening how it could have happened that, al- 
hough they left the sidewalks ciear and 
passable when they went in to  sup- 
per, yet when they went out 
again the sidewalks and roadways 
were covered with a sheet.of slipperyice. It 
had not snowed or rained in the meantime, 
yet nearly every place that had been easy to 
walk upon was found slippery.

History of the Swindle, 


In 1891 one E. Ross opened the European 
Claim Agency at No. 227 Grand street, New 
York City, whence he began an extensive 
correspondence, The business of the agency 
was said to be a search for heirs for estates 
in England that were in the custody of the 
Coart of Chancery. Rossin the course of a 
few weeks got together a list embracing many 
thousand names of people throughout the 
United States. To each of these he sent cir- 
culars, giving the names of fictitious estates 
for whom claimants were wanting. He re- 
ceived a great number of replies from people 
who saw in the names as furnished those of 
their ancestors. Ross invariably wrote that 
he would charge a fee of $5 for preliminary 
examination in each case and would collect 
what he could on a percentage of the amount 
recovered. He evidently took in a great deal 
of money, and in the fail of 1891 went to 


contributed $5 to Mr. Rossa letter, saying 
that Mr. Ross had gone to Europe and while 
there will look after *‘ your interest.” 

Late in 1891 or earlyin 1892 William 
Lord Moore, living at No. 5 Ingersoll road, 
Shepherd’s Bush, a suburb of London, began 
communication with Ross’ old clients and 
others also. A death notice of Ross was in- 
serted in the New Yotk papers. Moore sent 
letters all over America notifying people in- 
discriminately of their heirship to large 
estates. The letters were well written, and 
in order to give emphasis somé were orna- 
mented withagold seal. Presently the Amer- 
ican Embassy, the English Postoffice De- 
partment, the Lord Chancellor of England, 
and the police authorities received innumer- 
able letters asking if William Lord Moore was 
a responsible party. These letters came from 
thirty-seven States of the Union, and num- 
bered by the thousands. The first demand

Howard's Career in Tennessee. 


About eight years ago the First Baptist 
Church, the largest of its denomination in this 
city, was in need of a pastor. The elders begaa 
casting about the country to find a man. 
Over in Georgia resided one whose gualifica- 
tions were deemed par excellence. e was a 
young man possessmg the advantage of 
travel, a linguist, a scholar, and a theologian. 
As an expounder of the gospel the Georgian 
was without a rival. The Rev, Frederick 
Howard was called to the pulpit and came. 
As a clergyman he proved a success. He 
knew more gospel and in more dif- 
ferent ways than all the clergymen of 
the Baptist faith in this part of 'lennessee. 
He was a ** powerful’’ preacher, and he filled 
his church every Sunday, If you intended to 
get married it was deemed quite the proper 
thing to call in Brother Howard. He was a 
handy man at funerals and christenings, and 
at church sociables he loomed up with 
splendor. The church prospered under 
Brother Howard’s care. He was a professor 
in the Southwestern Baptist University, and, 
taken all in all, he was the one man in his 
line in this neighborhood. 

When Brother Howard was at the height of 
his glory some inquisitive person thought he 
would look up his pedigree, so to speak. Dis- 
coveries wére made of a character anything 
but flattermg to Dr. Howard. These were 
gotten together in the shape of affidavits and 
laid before the church authorities. Then Dr. 
Howard ‘was asked to, resign, but the good 
doctor would do nothing of the kind, and gave 
an illustration of what the church militant 
mightdso, Then deacons got together and 
voted the doctor out of office. 


Establishes Another Church. 


A large number of the very best people in 
the congregation were firm believers in the 
doctor's stability of character. and following 
his leadership they established another Bap- 
tist Church here called the ‘* Central Baptist 
Church,” installing the doctor as pastor. In 
course of time the doctor established a weckly 
denominational paper. He was of an ener- 
getic and unforgiving disp»sition and found it 
convenient to print Gn pleasent things con- 
cerning the brethren who had been mainly in- 
strumenta! in his removal from the First Bap- 
tist Church. Then came a newspaper war and 
the doctor brought a suit charging that the 
proprietor of a daily paper here, aided and 
abetted by fifteen male members of his old 
flock, had libeled him to the great and lasting 
defamation of his character. The jury gave a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff, assessing his 
damages atone cent. Under the Tennessee 
law this stuck the doctor for the costs, which 
amounted to several thousand dollars. 

fhe brethren, however, found the doctor's 
true name to be Frederick Hewlett; that he 
was born in Edmonton, near London, En- 
giand, where his father, who. was a police of- 
ficer, still resides; that he came to this coun- 
try in the year 1873 and enlisted on the 
United States vessel Tigress. He -served 
there six or seven months, when he deserted 
and began the education of the youth in the 
State of South Carolina. There being no va- 
cancies in the white school he taught the col- 
ored children, and the investigators found 
that he lived with colored families. After 
ype this vocation for a number of years 

e began the study of law in the State of 
South Carolina. In due course of time he 
was admitted to practice, and for a number 
of years was in partnership with a lawyer in 
ood standing in a small town in South Caro- 
ina. Then r. Frederick Hewlett eloped 
with his partner’s wife and went to the State 
of Georgia. After remaining there a couple 
of years he grew tired of the woman and sent 
her home. At Lexmgton, Ga., he professed 
religion and studied theology. He became 
an exhorter and minister of the gospel and 
was considered a great man over in that

Strange as it may seem the 
people who had been defrauded by the bogus 
agencies in New York and London fell into 


p the trap a second time, and in two months’ 


time Mr. Howard got in $7,000 or $8,000 
from people who still thought they were en- 
titled to English estates. 

Dr. Howard was some years ago married to 
a young lady belonging to one of the most 
estimable families in Tennessee. His wife’s 
people stood by him through the libel suit 
above mentioned, and his mother-in-law, it is 
said, mortgaged her house so as to give him 
money with which to pay the costs of court 
that had been assessed against him, amount- 
ing to $3,000 or $4,000, The doctor repaid 
every cent of this amount, and in addition 
thereto reimbursed a number of his friends 
who had assisted him financially in the prose- 
cution of his suit. 


How the Present Case Began. 


After a little while the postmaster and 
prominent business men here began receiving 
letters making inquiries as to President 
Howard’s financial standing. Some of these 
fell into the hands of the proprietor of the 
daily paper whom Howard had sued for libel. 
The result was a comp!aint was lodged with 
the United States Commissioner at Jackson 
charging President Howard with misuse of 
the United States mails.. President Howard 
was in Chicago and United States Marshal 
Hitcheock of the Northern District of IlJinois 
arrested him ona telegram. This was early 
in August of this year. 

Dr. Howard was indignant when arrested, 
and claimed to Marshal Hitchcock there must 
be some mistake about it. He was the presi- 
dent of a railroad, an attorney-at-law, solic. 
itor in chancery, and a minister of @% gospel. 
and in proof of all these statemenis. showed 
the Marshal credentials of a satisfactory nat- 
ure. He said he was going to return to Jack- 
son, Tern... on the first train to refute the 
slander, and on these conditions Hitchcock 
released him. 

The good doctor bought a ticket for Jack- 
son, Tenn., and wended his way Southward. 
Between Chicago and Kankakee he aoe 
his mind about returning to Jackson. e 
left the Illinois Central train at Kankakee and 
went direct to Montreal. After a season of 
deliberation he came to Jackson, gave him- 
self up and was released on bail. e was in- 
dicted and a few weeks ago tried for the of.- 
fense above referred to. The evidence against 
him was strong and convincing, but the jury 
hung fire. Ten were for conviction and two 


The second trial is now in progress. The 
case is being pushed by United State’s-Attor- 
ney Hawkins under the personal supervision 
of Inspector Little of the Postoftice Depart- 
ment, who has had the matter in charge since 
April or May of this year. The evidence pro- 
duced seems to be about as strong as can be 
brought before a jury and there is every rea- 
son to believe his conviction will follow. 

There are a number of the most prominent 
men and women in Jackson who firmly be- 
lieve in the doctor’s innocence and say the 
charges against him are false and infamous.

DEMOORATS WHO WILL NOT VOTE 
FOR TARIFF WITHOUT ORANGES. 


Sperry WantedSa Change in Every Sched- 
ule and Has Succeeded in Finding 
Twenty Men Who Will Support His 
Motions=House Will Take Up Arizona’s 
Statehood=The Bill for the Abolish- 
ment of the Postal Note Is Presented= 
Washington News, 


Wasuingtron, D. C., Dec, 14.—[Special.]— 
Old line Whigs are the stumbling block in 
the way of the Wilson bill. It used to be 
Randall protectionists. Stevens of Massa- 
chusetts, who is a member of the Ways and 
Megns committee, is the bane of the tariff- 
smashers. He votes with the Democratic 
colleagues in the committee, but he goes out 
and encourages revolt. Stevens used to bea 
Whig. Sperry of Connecticut is another one. 
Mr. Sperry is carrying around a list of twenty 
Democrats who will not vote for the bill 
unless it is fixed to suit their districts. A 
Democratic tariff-smasher who got a glimpse 
of it declared that every man on the list was 
an old line Whig and ought to be cast out of 
the Democratic party. 

Sperry is a persistent Yankee. When the 
Democratic members on the committee 
thought they could fix the bill to suit his dis- 
trict he was asked to point out the changes. 
He*went through all the schedules, leaving 
not one untouched, He had everything in his 
district, from tobacco growing to making pep- 
knives. It was a remarkable exhibition of 
the various industries which have grown up 
under protection. but the Democrats were 
forced to tell him that they guessed they would 
have to get along without his district. 

This did not diseoncert Sperry. He went 
around with his paper until he was able to 
show that the Hancock idea could not be ig- 
nored. Haines of New York, Ryan and Sib- 
ley of Pennsylvania, Cadmus and Dunn of 
New Jersey, Stallings of Alabama, and a 
dozen other names were secured, They de 
not pledge themselves to vote against the bill, 
but they are going to have certain changes in 
the line of further protection. 

Western Democrats have shown more nerve 
in striking down their local interests. Bynum 
of Indiana indorses all the heavy cuts in tin 
plate and glassware and Whiting of Michigan 
accepts free salt, free wool, free lumber, and 
lower duties on agricultural products, 

While the statement is givon out that the 
custoins schedules are completed, this is not 
true, The committee-room was filled today 
with protesting manufacturers. In order to 
get a hearing they must have vouchers for 
their Democracy. Among the manufacturers 
on hand was Mr. Sulloway, the New Hamp- 
shire member of the Natio: al committee. He 
makes hosiery, which would not be hurt by 
lower duties, but Mr. Sulloway discovered 
that in trying to reduce the ad valorem rate 
from 70 per eent to 35 per cent the commit- 
tee had blundered so that all the prod- 
ucts of Chemnitz and the other foreign 
hosiery towns would practically be adinitted 
free. When the excited Mr. Sulloway ex- 
plained the blunder to the Democrats on the 
committee they promised that it should be 
corrected, Todo this will require the unani- 
mous consent of Republican members, for the 
committee yesterday directed Chairman Wil- 
son to report the bill next Tuesday, and no 
further change can be made in it. 

The lager beer men are again besieging the 
committee protesting against any increase in 
the internal revenue tax. They have not been 
discreet in making out their case and the fig- 
ures given of the big profits gained by the 
English brewing syndicates in Chicago and 
Milwaukee are pretty good reasons why the 
tax should be doubled. Nevertheless, the 
brewers say it shall not be done and the club 
they hold over the Democratic party is swing- 
ing in midair ready to come down if any in- 
crease in the tax is attempted. They will not 
even consent to forego the 74¢ per cent re- 
bate which they get for sour beer and which 
robs the government of $2,500,000 yearly.

TO CONSIDER ARIZONA’S STATEHOOD. 


The House Will Give Time to ItePost- 
office Measures, 

Wasnuineton, D. C., Dee. 14.—The first 
business transacted in the House today came 
upin the shape of a bill reported by Mr. 
Doekery (Dem., Mo.) from the joint commis- 
sion to investigate the executive departments, 
to improve the method of accounting in the 
Postmaster Department. The report of the 
comrnittee is substantially this: 

Sec. 1 abolishes -the postal note. Sec. 2 
reduces the fees to agree with the fees charged 
by the different express companies. The schedule 
of fees proposed by this bill is as follows: Not 
exceeding $2.50,3 cents. From $2.50 to $5. 5 
cents. From $5 to $10,8 cents. From $10 to 
$20, 10 cents, From $20 to $30, 12 cents. 
From $30 to $40, 15 cents. From $40 to $50, 
18 cents. From #50 to $60, 20 cents. from 
$60.to $75,-25 cents. From $75 to $100, 30 
cents. 

Sec. 3 reduces the fees paid to Postmasters for 
the issuance of money orders. This put third 
and fourth class Postmasters on a par with first 
and second class Postmasters. 

‘Sec. 4 of the bill provides for turning in the 
funds that are now beid by the Postoftice Depart- 
ment on account of the numerous unpaid money 
orders and postal orders. 

Sec. 5 forbids the perment ofa money order 
meee than one year old by issuing a new money 
oraer. 

Sec. 8 directs the reports from money order of.- 
fices be sent directly to the Sixth Auditor instead 
of to the Postoftice Department. 

Sec. 10 extends the privilege of issuing money 
orders to small offices now allowed only to issue 
postal notes. 

Sec. 11 providesa moansof paying for lost 
money orders. 

Secs. 12 and 13 provide for carrying the above 
regulations intoeffect and fix July 1, 1804, as 
the date when the law shall apply. 

Letters were submitted by Mr. Dockery 
from the Secretary of the Treasury to the 
Postmaster-General approving the provisions 
of the bill. Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.) submit- 
ted an amendment to make clear the date at 
which the law should take effect by striking 
out the words * next fiscal year’ and insert- 
ing “ fiscal year commencing July 1, 1894,”’ 
After the bill had been read by sections Mr. 
Dockery demanded the previous question and 
the bill was promptly passed. 

Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.), from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, submitted a resolution pro- 
viding that after the second morning hour 
this day and every day until the matter is 
disposed of the House shali take under con- 
sideration the bills for the admissior of the 
States of New Mexico and Arizona. The res- 
olution was agreed to. 

While but twenty minutes of the considera- 
tion morning hour remained, Mr. Pendleton 
(Dem., W. Va.) called up the famous Me. 
Garrahan bill. This provides for the refer. 
ence to the Court of Private Land Claims af 
the title of William McGarrahan to the 
Rancho Banche Grande, in -California, The 
hour expired in an effort to get a quorum. 

The Speaker laid before the Hoviie a letter 
from the Sergeant-at-Arms stating that the 
appropriation for mileage for the first session 
was exhausted and asking for a further appro- 
priation. The letter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. Mr. Sayers 
(Dem., Tex.) reported the usual joint resolu- 
tion, which was passed, ag pe that the 
officers and employés of the House be paid 
Dec. 21, the day when the holiday recess is 
expected to begin. 

After the expiration of the second morning 
hour Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) moved to 
proceed to the consideration of the bill for 
the admission of Arizona into the Union. 
The opponents of the bill prevented immedi- 
ate consideration by making the point of no 
quorum. The roll-call showed only 170 
members. Two hundred and fifty-five mem- 
bers answered on the call, and the roil 
was then cailed on Mr. Wheeler’s motion to 
go into Committee of the Whole. On the call 
of the yeas and nays the necessary quorum 
failed to appear and Mr. Wheeler moved that. 
as it was evident the Republicans were fili- 
bustering, the House adjourn, which motion 
prevailed at 3:40 p. m.

ASKS TWO DOZEN RESIGNATIONS. 


Secretary Carlisle Moves to Secure Vacan- 
cles in His Branch, 

Wasurnaton, D: C., Dec. 14.—[Special. }— 
Secretary Carlisle’s call for resignations of 
internal revenue collectors, naval officers, and 
others coming under the Treasury is in the 
line of the policy he has been following 
right along.

The officers whose 
resignations have been demanded today are 
mostly in the East. They are what is known 
as ‘* stubborn cases,’”’ where special reasons 
prevented earlier action.

sult of the operations for November show an 
actual loss of $40,000 when the interest on 
the bonds is taken into account.

DEMOCRATIC BOSSES ARE SCARED. 


Rows Among the Workers and Lack o 
Enthusiasm Among Voters. 

Notwithstanding their big meeting Wednes- 
day night and their loud, confident talk, the 
Democratic organizers of the new Chicago 
Tammany who are booming John P. Hopkins 
for Mayor were a trifle nervous yesterday.

The 
meeting was attended by about 300 
workers. Recorder Chase was in the chair 
and City Seater Burke kept the 
minutes.

SWIFT AT PULLMAN. 


THE MAYOR ADDRESSES A BRILLIANT 
MEETING THERE.

Women Join in the Cheering That Follows 
His Declaration That He Will Insist on 
Protection for the Wives and Daugh- 
ters of Citizens—The Police Must Do 
Their Duty and So Must All City Em- 
ployes=—Big Meeting at Grand Crossing 
Business Men Shout for Swift. 

The Swift rally in the Arcade Theater, Pull- 
man, last night was on the exact spot where 
John Patrick Hopkins made his first inning 
in business in this city. The Republicans pre- 
pared to make the meeting an emphatic one 
and succeeded in the face of as unpropitious a 
night as the season has furnished. 

The audience was a representative one. 
The boxes were festooned with flags and flow- 
ers and occupied for the most part by women. 
The stage was decorated with American flags 


with a large portrait of Mayor Swift in 
the center. The seating capacity of 
the theater is 1,000. Every chair 
was taken and camp chairs were 


in the aisles. Many persons were forced to 
stand and the stage was fully occupied by the 
prominent business-men of Pullman. 
The Chairman of the meeting was Dr. A. C. 
Rankin of Pullman. The speakers were J. A. 
‘Henry of Englewood, A. Taylor, Simon 
Forhan, and Mayor Swift, the last named 
coming in while Mr. Henry was speaking. Mr. 
Henry was saying the election next Tuesday 
meant more to the people of Chicago than 


States, because every man and woman in the 
city was interested in it. The Republican 
candidate for Mayor is described as a mature 
man of business and cited Democratic author- 
ity as to Mr. Swift’s qualifications. 
Democratic Praise of Swift. 

Carter Harrison had said if he were elected 
Mayor on an independent ticket he would 
make George B. Swift Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works. Mr. Harrison had said on another 
occasion if he wanted to root out a wrong in 
Chicago he would rely on George B. Swift. 
Mr. Hesing had said he regarded Mr. Swift 
as the best Commissioner of Public Works 
Chicago ever had. The speaker cited Mr. 
Swift's record in public life in corroboration 
of the Democratic testimony. In regard to 
Mr. Hopkins he had nothing to say, so far as 
his character was concerned. But it was an 
admitted fact that Mr. Hopkins was inex- 
perienced in municipal affairs. He had been 
brought out by some local politicians for a 
purpose, and Grover Cleveland had been in- 
duced to give this campaign his influence in 
order to help out the men whom he proposed 
to appoint. 

One peculiar thing of this campaign, Mr. 
Henry said, was the discovery of Franklin 
MacVeagh’s position. Mr. MacVeagh had 
been a Republican. Then he got too good to 
belong to any party. ‘Then he became a mug- 
wump and Wednesday night he showed up as 
a Democrat and as the champion of John P. 
Hopkins because Mr. MacVeagh had some 
sort of business interests with the State which 
promnpted his advocacy of Hopkins. 

Mr. Henry was interrupted at this point by 
the appearance of Mayor Swift. As he came 
in the audience aros¢ and cheered, the women 
also standing and waving their handkerchiefs. 
Accompanying Mr. Swift were ex-Gov. Ham- 
ilton, Henry Waltf, William Lorimer, anda 
committee of business-men from Pullman. 

After quiet was restored Mr. Henry closed 
his speech and then the Thomas Glee club had 
a hearing and an encore. 

Mayor Swift Introduced. 


Dr. Rankin introduced Mr. Swift as the 
present and the future Mayor of Chicago. The 
Mayor apologized at the start by saying such 
a magnificent audience on such a night was 
worthy of a longer and better speech than his 
time would permit him to tnake, as he was 
confronted with the fact that he had another 
meeting awaiting hisattention in Grand Cross- 
ing. Then heentered upon his speech proper, 
saying: 

You have heard a great deal about the doctrine 
of protection, a national issue. It isa question 
worthy Of consideration and I am in favor of it, 
[Applause.] Iam in favor of another kind of 
protection in which you are also interested. I 
mean home protection. Lam infavor of pro- 
tecting the wives and daughters of Chicago from 
insult on the street. ‘1 am in favor of protecting 
every citizen from the marauders and assassins 
who are infesting the city. When I be- 
came acting Mayor the first thing I did 
was to send for the Chief of Police and his in- 
spectors and tell them what the city needed was 
protection; that they had not been having it; 
that it was not safe for people to be on the streets 
after 10 o'clock at night. I insisted that this 
highway business should stop, and I told them if 
they didn't stop it | would know the reason why. | 
was told the fault lay with the police magistrates, 
who failed to land the arrested thugs where 
they should be landed. 1 sent for the police 
magistrates and I brought them face to face 
with the police heads, and we had a love feast. 

l promise you if I am elected, as I know I 
shall be [applause], that 1 will have every 
‘** masher.” that is what they call them, driven 
from the street corners of this city, so that your 
wives and daughters can walk the streets with- 
out being insulted by the stares of the creatures 
who are a disgrace. 

This statement, made with considerable 
vim, raised a prolonged shout, and the women 
indorsed it by waving their handkerchiefs. 
The Mayor continued: 

I promise you to divorce the police from 

ylitics. I want to say to you that both parties, 
Benublicens and Democrats, in days gone by, 
have been guilty of¥using the police for other 
business than that for which the police are em- 
ployed. It is due every citizen, whether he be of 
one party or the other, that this shouldstop. It 
must stopif 1am Mayor, or there will be many 
vacancies in the department. 

This statement also received a most em- 
phatic indorsement. 

Stuffed Pay Rolls, 

Mr. Swift then. referred to the stuffed pay 
rolis which he had found. He had found the 
names of men on the pay rolls who had been 
dead six months. Somebody had been get- 
ting the money. He found men’s names on 
the pay rolls who never did a day’s work for 
the city. 

He related this incident, which caused con- 
siderable merriment: 

One of the heads of a certain department came 


to me and said he had one man, a Mr. 
Schwab, on his list who was inefficient. 
I told him to bounce the man at once, 


The next day a man cameintosee me. He was 
dressed in the latest fashion. He wore patent 
leather shoes, creased trousers, a big-flowered 
vest, a silk hat, and a diamond. He said he had 
been bounced. asked him who he was. I 
thought he was a dandy bank cashier. He said 
he was Superintendent of the pipe-layi 
ang and t his name was Schwab. 

old him he _ deserved to bounced. 
He had never done an hour’s work. And that is 
a sample of some of the chaps who are drawing 
$150a month while hundreds of honest men 
walk the streets without bread. 

The Mayor agsured his audience the times 
were serious and that there were many things 
in connection with affairs at the City Hall 
which demanded the serious attention of 
some one who was conversant with 
public affairs. He left it to his listeners to 
say whether he had the experience necessary. 
If they thought so he would like them to show 
it next Tuesday. If they didn’t they should 
vote for Mr. Hopkins. He begged to say if 
he should be elected, and any one thought he 
could be used, the mistake of trying it would 
not occur more than once. 

Touching the question of platform he said 
the Democrats have madea platform by prom- 
ising todo what the Republicans had done 
and what he is doing today. He enumerated 
the promises. He said the city was bank- 
rupt and that the water system had a big 
deficit, and asked his hearers to insist upon 
an investigation of his charges. 

Mr. Swift spoke rapidly for forty minutes 
and leaving the meeti to be further ad- 
dressed by other speakers he left, with cheers 
about him, for his next place. 


' Meeting at Grand Crossing. 


The meeting next addressed was the one in 
Turner Hall, Grand Crossing. The hall was 
packed and every man stood up and cheered 
as Mr. Swift entered. The Chairman of the 
meeting was John B. Math, The other speak- 
ers were ex-Gov. Hamilton, H. Dorsey Pat- 
ten, and Mr. Vickers. 

Mr. Swift said he-had come as a citizen to 
talk to them as citizens. He had some plain 
statements to make to them and he assured 
them if they found he uttered a word that 
was not true he hoped they would vote against 
him. He then repeated many of the state- 
ments he made in the Pullman meeting, add- 
ing some that were new. He told them his 
platform was his record and completely re- 
futed the slander which the Democrats 
had posted up all over town - about 
his policy toward the workingmen by referr- 
ing them to his vote on such matters in the 
City Council. That told the story. And when 
Democrats or anybody else said he had not 
voted consistently in the interests of labor

When Mr. Hopkins entered the audience 
greeted him witha yolley.of cheers, He was 
introduced by Chairman McGrath, and said: 

Your hearty welcome proves to me that the 
workingmen of Chicago are showing a great in- 
terest in the municipal affairs of Chicago. The 
Democratic party has always championed the 
rights of the workingmen. The aristocrats can 
always be found in the Republican ranks.

Hopkins’ “ Friendship ” for Laboring Men. 


The Exe@ntive committee of the Union Labor 
League has issued a circular calling attention to 
the following: ** In the spring of 1888 the brick- 
makers of the South Side were thoroughly organ- 
ized, the membership of their unions numbering 
8,500. The scale of wages ranged from $2.25 to 
$3.25 per day. An organized effort was made by 
the bosses to destroy the unions and reduce the 
wages to $1.75 a day. The first break was made 
at Pullman. Mr. Hopkins, acting as the agent of 
the Pullman company, went to Canada and Buf- 
falo and brought a host of non-union men to take 
the place of union men on strike against a reduc- 
tion of their wages. The result was a disruption 
of the Brickmakers’) Union and a reduction of 
wages for that craft throughout the entire city.

PRESIDENT OLEVELAND HOLDS BACK 
HIS OOMMONIOATION.

Changes Being Made Which Will Affect 
the Wording with a View to Keeping 
Down Opposition=The Admissions, 
However, Carry Condemnation—Pian 
May Be to Keep All of Willis’ Instrac- 
tions Secret=Minister Stevens’ Letter 
Applying for Instructions, 


Wasninaton, D.C., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
More time is wanted by the administration 
to frame its apology for the Hawaiian fiasco. 
President Cleveland’s special message did not 
go to Congress todiiy because it was undergo- 
ing revision. Blount’s report is already in 
circulation among the Congressmen, copies 
having been furnished by the State Depart- 
ment. All that there is to come are the in- 
structions to Minister Willis and his report of 
the causes which made it impossible to carry 
out those. instructions. It may be that the 
President and the Secretary of State did 
not want the instructions made pubtic 
till after the Alameda had left San Francisco. 
The vessel carries further advices to Minister 
Willis of the course he is to pursue, and it 
may be desirable to have him communicate 
them to the provisional government in ad. 
vance of public informatica, yet the situation 
is thoroughly understood there now. 

The supporters of the provisional govern- 
ment know that the marines will never be 
landed to restore the Queen, and the Royalists 


know that the restoration policy cannot be 


carried out now without the consent of Con- 
gress. 

The future news from Honolulu will re- 
late to the measures taken to form 
the provisional republic of Hawaii. That will 
be done if the advice of Minister Thurston is 
followed, and it will be maiatained until the 
political conditions in the United States in- 
sure annexation. As to Mr. Cleveland and 
his message, there was a prevalent belief 
around the Capitol this afternoon that it was 
being toned down so that there might be less 
antagonism in his own party. His assertion 
of confidence in Blount’s report will remain 
along with his declarations that “the great 
wrong’”’ should have been righted, but the 
supporters of the administration hope to tone 
down the restoration intrigue. 


Carries Condemnation with It, 

They cannot do it, for the bare admissien 
that the administration contemplates restor- 
ing the Queen is. itself a condemnation. 
Vest’s speech yesterday professing to defend 
the administration is the worst blow it has re- 
ceived and mekes it necessary for some cau- 
tion in the ‘manner in which the President 
puts his defense before Congress. For while 
Vest joined the President in abusing Minister 
Stevens and in opposing annexation, he made 
plain his belief that any attempt to subvert 
the provisional government would be inde- 
fensible.

Misled by the Administration, 


In the analysis of the Gresham report by 
Mr. Carter, one of the Commussioners who 
came to Washington, there is a direct state- 
ment that last spring they were told by Secre- 
tary Gresham the restoration of the Queen 
was not cogtemplated. It is not surprising 
that so soon after Blount’s departure for 
Hawaii the purposes of the administration 
should not have been understood. As late as 
October, when Willis was dispatched on his 
mission to restore the Queen, it was desirable 
tht the purpose should not be known in this 
country. 

Rumors were afloat that such a policy had 
been entered upon and trustworthy news was 
sought by some of the administration organs. 
They were plainly told that there was no such 
purpose, and they began to denounce the 
** narrow partisans ’’ who attributed such an 
unpatriotic intention to the President and the 
Secretary of State. The discomfiture of the 
organs was painful and some of them are still 
wriggling. 

Mr. Stevens Wants Instructions, 


One reason whivh has been assigned for the 
delay in transmitting the correspondence to 
Congress has attracted much attentiog’) It 
is asserted that certain official dispatches, 
assumed to have been written by Secretary 
Biaine in response to a most significant 
dispatch ef Minister Stevens, dated 
March 8, 1892, are missing [rom the records. 
The tetter of Mr. Stevens the answer to 
which apparently never came is quite impor- 
tant in the light of subsequent events. It was 
not included in the published volume of 
* Foreign Relations”’ for 1892. This signif- 
icant letter of Mr. Stevens reads as follows: : 

UNITED States LeGattion,. Honolulu, March 8, 
’92.—Sir: In view of sible contingencies in 
these isiands I ask for the instructions of the De- 
partment of State on the following—viz: __ 

If the government here should be surprised and 
overturned by an orderly and peaceful revolu 
tionary movement, largely of native Hawaiians 
and a provisional or republican government 
organized and proclaimed, would the United 
States Minister and naval commander here be 
justified in responding aflirmatively to 
the call of the members of the 
removed government to restore them to 
power, or replace them in possession of the 
government buildings? Or should the United 
States Minister and naval commander confine 
themselves exclusively to the preservation of 
American property, the protection of American 
citizens, and the prevention of anarchy? Shouid 
a revolutionary attempt of the character,indi- 
cated be made there are strong reasons to pre- 
sume that it would begin with the seizure of the 
police station, with its arms and ammunition, 
and this accomplished the royal palace and the 

overnment building, containing the cabinet of- 

ces and archives, would very soon be captured, 
the latter building being situated about one- 
third of a mile from the police station. — 

In such contingencies would it be justifiable to 
use the United States forces here to restore the 
government buildings to the people of the dis- 
placed officials.

They all said that they were de- 
voted to his interests, that they loved. him 
with a love passing that of David for Jona- 
than, and that their chief object in desiring to 
see the Democratic party in power was that 
soinething might be done for him. The dem- 
agogues, all singing the same song, managed 
to persuade the workingmen that if they voted 
for a change; voted to turn out Hargison and 
the Republicans; voted fora “tariff for rev- 
enue only,”’ and voted to put Cleveland and 
the Democrats into power, and give them the 
offices, times would grow better, that the cost 
of living would be cheapened greatly, and 
wages would rise in proportion as the ‘un- 
constitutional robber tariff’? was cut down. 

These demagogue stumpers and newspapers 
assured the workingmen that if they wanted 
the millennium in about a year’s time they 
could get it by using their votes properly, so 
as to elect Cleveland. They were assured 
that no hard times would follow his election, 
but that there would be work. for all, high 
wages for all, cheap goods for all, and that 
life would be all sunshine for them. The 
workingmen were told that the Democratic 
party had always doted on them and hankered 
to be their guardian angel and shower bless- 
ings on them. All that the party asked in the 
way of reward for its guardian angel services 
was the Federal offices. 

That caught the wageworkers. The terms 
seemed fair to them. They felt as if they 
were giving very little in exchange for a great 
deal. So they flocked to the polls and voted 
for Cleveland, low tariff, and a change. 
Having performed faithfully their part of the 


gates of Eden to be opened by Mr. Cleveland 
and a Democratic Congress, and they to be in- 
vited to walk in ard make themselves at home. 
They are waiting yet. 

How do they like the entertainment pro- 
vided for thém by the Democratic party? 
Tuey have the outcome of their voting a year 
ago. Is it up to their expectations? They 
were prcmised pie, cake, and icecream. They 
are offered nothing better than a moldy crust 
and a gnawed bone. Some of them must re- 
call the fable of the foolish, dog which threw 
away the substance for the shadow. They 
threw away good wages and steady work, and 
for what? To tramp the streets for employ- 
ment and find none, to sleep on stone floors, 
and fight for food. 

Has it become apparent to the workingmen 
that they were awfully fooled by the smooth- 
talking demagoygues a year ago, and that they 
were *“‘confidenced” out of their votes and 
their jobs? If so do they intend to repeat 
their blunder next week by voting for Hop- 
kins, the low tariffite; for Hopkins, who says 
he has *“*the utmost confidence in our Presi- 
dent,’ our Senate, and the House of Repre- 
sentatives to remedy our present wants.” 
The ‘‘ remedy ’’ which they are offering, and 
which Mr. Hopkins will accept thankfully 
from them, will be the passage of a bill, the 
expectation of the passage of which has caused 
so much distress. 

The free trade Confederates in Washington 
hope that the workingmen, piling blunder 
upon blunder, will vote for Hopkins as they 
did for Cleveland and that they will not have 
sense enough to try to correct their mistake 
of a year ago. It cunnot be possible that these 
hopes will turn out to be weil-founded. Ifa 
man fools you once the fault is his. If you 
let him do it a second time the blame is on 
yourself. The man who voted for Cleveland 
last year was deluded into voting for low 
wages, scanty work, and hard times, The 
man who votes this year for Hopkins votes 
knowingly and deliberately for low wages and 
undercutting European cheap labor competi- 
tion, and if he finds it hard to get work in the 
future and gets small pay for it when he does 
get it, he has got just exactly what he voted 
for, and has no right to grumble about “ hard 


BUSINESS. 

The ringing speech of F. M. Hatch, Presi- 
dent of the Annexation club at Honolulu, 
printed in Taz Trrsvuvne of yesterday, throws 
a flood of light upon the Hawaiian situation 
and should be read with interest at Washing- 
ton in administration circles, and will be read 
with equal interest by Congress. It shows 
that the President and Secretary Gresham 
have proceeded upon false assumptions. Mr. 
Hatch boldly challenged the assumption that 
the right to establish a government ever had 
been submitted to arbitration to the President 
of the United States. The provisional gov- 
ernment never had submitted the question of 
its right to exist to any one. 

The argument of Mr. Hatch also should be 
read with interest by the President himself. 
He makes the persongl application in the 
most forcible manner. 

The President of the United States had the un- 
doubted right, so far as we are concerned, to ex- 
amine into the status here, the situation of the 
country, etc., as bearing on the question whether 
or not he should continue the negotiations 
pending when he took his place. That was 
ostensibly the object for which Blount was sent 
to these shores. Up to this point there has been 
no judicial investigation in which both parties 
have been given an opportunity to be heard. 
Again, as showing conclusively the utter absurd- 
ness of the position that there has been arbitra- 
tion of such nature, how could this be possible 
when the Government of the United States had 
a treaty pending before it between it and the 
power whichit ischarged was submitting its 
right to exist to the decision of one man? We 
were a powerde facto. We were recognized by 
certain great powers of the world, which made 
us a power de jure, and we were a power having 
treaty relations with the United States of Amer- 
ica. Atreaty had been negotiated when Presi- 
dent Cleveland took his seat. That treaty 
awaited ratification to make it final, but it, 
nevertheless, was a treaty binding the Executive. 
Now, gentiemen, I challenge the right of the 
Chief Executive of that great Nation, of his own 
motion, to undo the actof any of his predeces- 
sors. Congress may do it. Congress has full 
power, but Grover Cleveland had no more right, 
legally or morally, to undo anact of Benjamin 
Harrison than he had to undoany act of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

That is the Hawaiian case in a nutshell, and 
on that view of the situation the provisional 
government can stand with safety. The orig- 
inal announcement of “my policy” and the 
dispatch of **my Commissioner ’’ were in:the 
nature of autocratic assumption, without any 
regard to constitutional. right or the rights of 
the Senate. It was characteristic of. the Pres- 
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agreement they sat down and waited for the 


ident that he advised the publication of the’ 
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Gresham letter. He fancied that the action 
of his Commissioner, usurping tinisteria 
prerogatives and the command ofthe nava 
foree, had resuited in placing the Queen upon 
the throne. What the exact nature of the in- 
structions to Minister Willis were is not 
known yet and will not be until the President 
deigns to inform Congress. Whatever they 
may have been Willis could not carry them 
out, for he found the provisional government 
resolute in defending its nghts. He could 
not put the dissolute Queen back on the 
throne without force, which would have been 


a usurpation of the war-making power which 


rests absolutely in Congress. He found that 
the provisional government was dominated 
by the American spirit and that it could not 
be dissolved by the President's dictum.. Find- 
ing that it would not vanish at his request and 
that he must employ force, the administra- 
tion is now searching for ways of climbing 
down. It has abandoned the restoration of 
the Queen, and when the message is sent in it 
unquestionably will be found that it states 
only the facts and leaves the responsibility of 
settling the question with Congress, where it 
should have been left at the beginning, as the 
only body having authority. If he had car- 
ried out his purpose as he originally an- 
nounced it upon the strength of Blount’s ex 
parte report, the President would have sub- 
jected himself to impeachment for usurping 
the functions of the legislative body and vio- 
lating his oath of office. He has been warned 
iu time by the indignation of the people, but 
his action is none the less autocratic and the 
outcome none the less humiliating. 
THE DEMOCRATS THE DECEIVERS, 

Mr. Franklin MacVeagh assumed in his 
speech at the Hopkins meeting that the Re- 
publicans are trying to ** mislead or deceive ”’ 
the men who have no work, or little work, or 
whose wages have been cut down, or who have 
been notified that they will be reduced soon, 
when they tell them these disagreeable occur- 
rences are the consequences of a general be- 
lief that Congress will pass a low tariff bill, 
and of the preparations making by manufact- 
urers, merchants, and others to be in readi- 
ness to exist under that bill when it beeomes 
a law. 

Why there should bea scarcity of work at 
this time, why so many factories should be 
closed, and why the wages of iron-workers 
and employés in cotton and woolen mills 
should be falling at this time Mr. MacVeagh 
does not attempt to explain. Mr. Gompers 
has his theory. The Socialists have theirs, 
and they have stated them. “Mr. MacVeagh 
may have one, but he has not stated it. All 
that he will say is that the present disagree- 
able state of things is not due to the intention 
of the Democracy to change an economic sys- 
tem under which this country has lived for a 
third of a century. : 

Mr. MacVeagh has a fixed, incurable belief 
that a “ tariff for revenue only ** can do no 
harm. Ifa week after the passage of the 
Wilson bill wages of all men working in pro- 
tected and non-protected establishments were 
to be cut down a third, and those shops or 
mills whose employés would not take what 
was offered them were closed, unmoved by 
this crash of wages and this wreck of business, 
Mr. MacVeagh would assert the responsibility 
could not rest on tariff legislation, for a 
‘* tariff for revenue only,” like the King, could 


do no wrong. He might talk of “a con- 


spiracy among employers,’’ or he might say, 
like the gentleman who scoffed at Noah's ark, 
that it was not going to be much of a rain, 
anyway, but he never would admit that les- 
sened protection was at the root of the 
trouble. 

Happily the workingmen are not as set in 
their ideas as Mr. MacVeagh, and at this time 
they can reason more acutely than he, for 
their mental faculties are sharpened by suffer- 
ings*he does not share. When told by Mr. 
MacVeagh that the Republicanparty is try- 
ing to *‘ mislead or deceive ’’’ them now they 
have sense enough to ask themselves what the 
record of the two parties is for truthfulness, 
knowing that the one which has lied to them 
in the past is not as much to be trusted as the 
one which has told them the truth. 

Going back only a little over a year they 
find that the Democratic speakers and papers 
told them that the election of Mr, Cleveland 
would mean good times for them—that ‘* the 
toilers’’ would live in cloVer, would have 
good wages and could buy goods on better 
terms. The Republicans told them that the 
election of Mr. Cleveland and the giving of 
the Senate and House to the Democrats, 
pledged as the latter were to a low tariff 
policy, and to warfare on “unconstitutional 
and robber’”’ protection, would close factories, 
cut down wages, and put the American work- 
ingman back where he was fifty years ago. 
The workingmen are in a position to know 
who told the truth then. That which the Re- 
publicans predicted has come to pass. That 
which the Democrats promised has not hap- 
pened. Shall the workingmen listen to the 
former now or to the latter? If they have 
common sense they will heed the Repub- 
licans. The Democrats lied to them last 
year, and how can they be trusted now? 
What the workingmen should do is clear 
enough. They should vote for Swift, so that 
the men who deceived them last year may see 
that they have been found out, that the work- 
ingmen no longer have faith in them, and 
want them to go no further with the destructive 
tariff policy which they are about to carry out. 


THE MANUFACTURES BUILDING. 

In a short time $200,000 in cash and the 
World’s Fair structures, with the exception 
of the Manufactures Building, will be turned 
over to the South Park Commissioners. [hey 
will get the latter also in case the city does 
not permit it to be transferred to the Lake- 
Front, where the people want it to go. The 
time will come speedily when the Exposition 
directors will have to know what the munici- 
pal authorities mean to do about the matter. 
They will want to close up everything and 
turn over to the city the money which is com- 
ing to it, if it will not take a building. 

The Council will not act, however. It has 
left the matter in the hands of a committee 
which has not reported. That committee has 
been furnished by the City Law Department 
with an opinion to the effect that the con- 
templated arrargement with the directors 
cannot be carried out legally, but the com- 
mittee will not report back to the Council and 
let that body decide. 

The opinion in question, which was printed 
in Tux Trisuns the other day, isa weak one. 
It is the work of some one who is opposed to 
the erection of the Manufactures Building on 
the Lake-Front, and who consequently finds 
objections to it everywhere. The Lake-Front 
north of Madison street would not revert to 
its donor, the United States, if the city were 
to build on it. It is not necessary for the 
city to get the permission of the Legislature 
to build on the Lake-Front, and hence there 
is no need of a special session. ; 

There is but one thing in the way of the re- 
mdvai of the Manufactures Building and that 
is the rights or easements of the owners of the 
abutting property. If they were to object it 
would be impossible, as matters stand new, 
to carry out the plan. Ifthey do not object 
there is nothing to prevent the passage by the 
Council of an ordinance giving the Exposi- 
tion directors the right to go ahead and re- 
move the big building. There is no reason 
why the abutting property-owners should be 


dissatisfied. They ought rather to be grati- 
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fied that ‘so good a use is made of the prop- 
erty. Itisnot known that they do object. 
Their ideas ought to be learned and if there 
are any Holmat.s among them they ought to 
be reasoned with. . 
This point being cleared up, those who are 
pressing this removal project ought to fortify 
themselves with the opinions of lawyers who 
believe the city has the power to make an ar- 
rangement with the directors, and then ap- 
peal to the Council to act. That body spends 


a good deal of its time over matters in which 


the people take no interest. It mght devote 
a little to something in which they are all in- 
terested, __ 


THE STORY OF HAWAII. 

Hon. John L. Stevens, ex-Minister to Ha- 
waii, in the current number of the North 
American Review has told the story of that 
unfortunate country, and incidentally sets 
forth the reasons why it should be annexed to 
the United States. It isa brief narrative, but 
it is told in sucha simple, concise, straight- 
forward manner that it must carry conviction 
with it to the mind of any unprejudiced read- 
er. It should be read by every one who de. 
sires to get a ciear view of the situation and 
of the claims which have been set forth in fa- 
vor of the annexation of the islands. : 

The history of these islands shows that the 
native population has been decreasing stead- 
ily since 1778, when Cook first saw them. 
At that time it was about 250,000. It rapid- 
ly declined from that period until the mission- 
aries arrived, and since then has been reduced 
to 34,000—a fact which demonstrates the 
islands must be controlled by other than the 
native race, as it is now dying off at the rate 
of-1,000 per year. The missionaries began 
their iabors in 1820, and through their efforts 
the native monarchy accepted a full code of 
American laws and the American school sys- 
tem. The Kamehameha race of kings was 
extinct in 1874, and with them passed awhy 
the last logical idea of royalty. The vacant 
throne then was filled by Kalakaua, elected 
by the Legislature under American influences, 
as against a candidate with British sympa- 
thies. He was a weak, dissolute man, how- 
ever, speedily fell into the hands of adventur- 
ers. among them Gibson, who went there as 
a Mormon missionary, and finally precipitat- 
ed the revolution of 1887 by taking a bribe 
of $70,000 in gold for a license to sell opium 
in the islands. As the outcome of this upris- 
ing Gibson was forced to resign and a reform 
ministry was chosen. Thus matters went on 
until 1890, when Kalakaua died and his sis- 
ter Liliuokalani became sovereign by his' ap- 
pointment. 

Liliuokalani strongly had disapproved of 
the new Constitution of 1887. She soon fell 
into the hands of unworthy persons, defied all 
laws of public and private morality, and final- 
ly united her fortunes with the opium and 
lottery rings. On the 14th of January, 1893, 
she attempted the coup d’état by trying to 
proclaim a new Constitution giving herself 
arbitrary power, overturning the Supreme 
Court and appointing new Judges who should 
be her creatures. As Mr. Stevens says: *“* From 
that hour the Hawaiian monarchy was dead 
and no restoration is possible except by | the 
exercise of some outside and foreign force.”’ 
Amid these exciting events a small force. of 
marines was landed from the United States 
steamer Boston as a precautionary measure, 
as had been done many years before when 
Kalakaua was secured upon his throne. These 
marines came on shore fifty hours after the 


_fall of the Queen, and the naval commander 


carried out the instructions issued to the 
United States Minister and naval commander 
by Secretary Bayard July 12, 1887. Upon 
this point the ianguage of Mr. Stevens is most 
emphatic. He says: 

Neither by force, threats, nor intimidation, did 
the United States officials oppose the fallen 
Queen or aid tLe provisional government, the 
latter being supported by the same men, with 
now increased numbers, who found it imperative- 
ly necessary to take despotic power from King 
Kalakaua in 1887, by the adoption of the re- 
formed Constitution, and who crushed out the 
Wilcox rebellion in 1889. All assertions to the 
contrary as to the action of the United States of- 
ficials and marines are absolutely untrue and 
certain to be swept aside by time and history, 
however plausibly stated and however strongly 
these assertions may be supported by the perjured 
testimony of persons deeply compromised by the 
vices and uhlawful actions of which they had 
been guilty before Liliuokalani lost her throne. 

Such is the story of the Hawaiian situation 
in brief. The monarchy being extinct ap- 
plication was made for admission to the 
United States asa Territory, in the interests 
of good government. Mr. Stevens sets forth 
the claims of the people in the strongest man- 
ner, ‘*‘ By property interests and commercial 
associations, by school and political educa- 
tion, by the general prevalence of American 
laws, legal decisions, and social and religious 
ideas these islands have become thoroughly 
Americanized.”’ The Chamber of Commerce, 
the churches, the schvols and is Pot the 
newspapers, the stores, institutions of every 
kind are dominated by Americans, Fourth 
of July and Decoration day are celebrated. 
Over 2,000 persons born in the United States 
favor annexation. There are 7,500 persons 
born of American parentage and 12,000 
European born residents who favor it. The 
best of the native Hawaiians are of the same 
way of thinking. Annexation is opposed by 
the Queen and her paramour and by the ig- 
norant natives. Mr. Stevens in closing says: 

Itsis strictly correct and just to call those who 
now support the provisional government in 
Hawaii an Americancolony. England, Germany, 
France, Holland, and Spain—the chief European 
nations which long have had colonial posses- 
sions—have not on the earth colonies more de- 
cisively their own than that which the United 
States possesses in Hawaii. By the foresight and 
generous contributions of the American Board of 
Missions, by the intelligence and devoted labors 
of those it sent to the island-:, and the encourag- 
ing policy of the American Government for sixty 
years, these islands have been won from heathen 
barbarism and their population imbued with 
American ideas. 

In a word, Hawaiiis today more American 
than Utah, New Mexico, or Arizona, which 
the Democrats are endeavoring to admit. 
And it was upon these American islands the 
administration sought to impose a monafchy ! 
If it had succeeded, as happily it has not, it 
would have been not only in violation of all 
right, but an act of tyranny and usurpation 
which would have exposed this country to 
moral and political condemnation. 

AGAINST COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

A majority of the delegates to the meeting 
of the American Federation of Labor have 
voted against compulsory arbitration. That 
is a sensible decision, because it is impossible, 
without much remodeling of American con- 
stitutions, to pass a law which shall force a 
manufacturer to run his establishment on a 
wage scale higher than he can pay, even 
though that scale seenis right toa State Board 
of Arbitration. On the other hand, employés 
cannot be forced to work for wages which 
they consider too low, though a State Board 
may have said that they are ample. 

The delegates who voted against arbitration 
did not seem to be as much influenced by 
these considerations, however, a8 by the fear 


| that enforced arbitration would tend to réduce 


their wages rather than to increase them, and 


that if the workingmen called in the State “to | 


aid them they would find they had admitted 
an enemy into the camp instead of a friend, 
Said one of the delegates: 

With a compulsory statute workingmen would 
find themselves called on to answer the demands 


of employers for reductions in wages oftener than | 


they would invoke the law to secure adyances.

He predicted that compromise after compromise | 
would be demanded by employers until the labor | 


istence. ye 

This certainly would be the case were a 
compulsory arbitration law on the statutes 
now and the Wilson bill to be passed. The 
employers would call for great cuts in wages, 
and a State Board, even if it were made up of 
Democrats, would have to concede the justice 
of the demand, The arbitrators would have 
to vote for lower wages in protected trades in 
order to enable the employer to meet the 
cheaper goods made by cheap foreign labor. 
They would have to vote for lower wages in 
non-protected trades when they saw the labor 
market overstocked and multitudes of non- 
union men anxious to get work at about half 
what the union men were asking. 

It seems very much as if the delegates ex- 
pect a wage tussle within a short time and are 
of the opinion that they can make a better 
fight without arbitration than withit. It is 
certain that if the Democrats carry out their 
tariff policy there will be a demand for a re- 
duction of the wage scale. And it will be suc- 
cessful, with or without compulsory arbitra- 
tion. It will succeed because employers will 
be unable to pay what they have been paying, 
and will close their doors rather than continue 
doing so. Nothing can prevent the inevitable. 
The resistance of the trades unions, which Mr. 
Gompers lays so much stress on, would be as 
effectual as the resistance’ of a mud dike to 
the swollen Mississippi. 

Arbitration or no arbitration, wages will go 
down under a low tariff bill, and if the delegates 
dislike wage cuts and the labor wars which 
generally accompany them they should have 


; appealed to a Democratic Congress, elected 


largely by their votes, not to upset the estab- 
lished tariff policy of the country, and thus 
make strife between employer and employé 
inevitable. 


OUR PUBLIC LIBRARIES. 

The last fifteen years have witnessed a great 
increase in the activity and usefulness of pub- 
lic librarians in the United States, and in the 
usefulness as well as number and fullness of 
the institutions with which they are identified. 
In 1876 the Commissioner of Education col- 
lected statistics giving information concern- 
ing 3,647 public libraries in this country, 
each of which contained not less than 300 
volumes. ' 
from 5,338 libraries, an increase of nearly 
50 per cent. These had an aggregate of 
20,622,076 volumes, or an average of nearly 
4,000 volumes each. The official list for 
1892 contains the names of 3,804 libraries, 
each of which contains 1,000 or more vol- 
umes. In 1885 those having not less than 
1,000 numbered 2,987, so that the increase 
in numbers in the six years was over 27 per 
cent. But the 12,000,000 volumes now re- 
ported form a total 66 per cent greater than 
that of 1885, the increase being an average of 
nearly 2,000 volumes to each library. In 
recent years large bengfactions have been 
given to found and support libraries, and 
numerous donations have been made from 
private sources to furnish elegant and con- 
venient buildings in places where public 
libraries are authorized by law. 

The American Library Association was 
formed at the time the report of 1876 was 
published. The first meeting was held in 
Philadelphia. The activity of the associa- 
tion there formed has been a wise one. It 
has organized beneficent movements in the 
way of classification and methods of keeping 
library records, and in devising arrangements 
for making the library useful to special 
classes as well as to the general public, the 
latter including the establishment of branch 
libraries. As stated in the latest report, by 
Weston Flint, the statistician of the Bureau 
of Education, * the library is the most power- 
ful of all the tools of thought, and to the 
American Library Association is due the 
gratitude of scholars for numerous devices 
which tend to the perfection of this instru- 
ment.”’ 

The report lays special stress upon the point 
that one of the most important interests in 
education is to be found in connecting closely 
the common school with the pulic library. 
In the school the pupil gains a knowledge of 
the rudimentary branches. By these he is 
enabled to help himself to the information 
and wisdom stored up inthelibrary. He is 
prepared t begin the work of educating him- 
self by using the library and thus master the 
experience of mankind. The library comes 
next in educative power after the school and 
the daily newspaper, and “‘ these three institu- 
tions are the great secular means which our 
people have to prepare themselves for their 
singular destiny.” * 

The text-book educatio# of the American 
plan, which is so much objected to by the 
pedagogues of some other nations, has this 
great advantage, that.it trains the pupil to the 
recognition of words by the eye as well as the 
ear. It better fitshim for using the library 
book than does thé oral method, apart from 
the fact that the statements in the text-book 
are apt to be methodized more closely than 
those made orally by the teacher. But the 
library can be made highly useful in the 
school itself. The regular read.ng lesson 
does not and cannot occupy much time on the 
daily program, but after good drill on a liter- 
ary piece the pupil is of a capacity to get more 
from his reading than before was possible to 
him. If he were to take home with him from 
the library a book, and read from it a whole 
story written by the author whose literary gem 
he has studied carefully in school, he would 
be able to increase his higher vocabulary far 
more rapidly than he would do otherwise, 
Still better, he will become a home reader 
and a user of the library for life. 

This work in supplementafy reading is a 
work of self-help on the part of the pupil, and 
is of great value from that point of view. It 
assists much to neutralize the effects of bad 
school methods where those exist. Another 
gre*’ point is that the books are taken home 
by the pupils into families who have no ac- 
cumulation of books, or at best enly 
of such as lack popular interest. 
The books taken home are picked up 
by the parents, and older brothers and sisters, 
and read by them. This makes the supple- 
mentary reading an educator of the people 
and an extension of the school that is of vital 
importance. The statistician makes the point 
that fiction is the bait by which we create a 
love of reading,and it should lead out to 
other reading, especially in the lines of 
science, history, and philosophy. But it is 
not a hopeless case if it does not lead to these 
fields to any great extent. The reading of fic- 
tion has substantial benefits. If written by 
an author who has lived ari@ felt deeply and 
deeply thought it is of value to all men, 
whether simple or learned. In the opinion of 
Mr. Flint those who would exclude from the 
home reading all but what they call “solid ”’ 
works commit a most serious error. 


Tuexe are four elevated road-rapid transit 
ordinances for the North Division now pend- 
ing before the Council. Atthe meeting of the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys North on 
Tuesday three of those ordinances were rec- 
ommended to be placed on file without any 
discussion of their merits or their backers.

He Thinks a Better Man than He Will 
Be Found for Ambassador to Italy. 

Lonpon, Dec, 14.—J, J. Van Alen, who de- 
clined the appointment to. be United States 
Ambassador to Italy, arrived at Liverpool 
yesterday on the steamship Majestic. When 
seen here today he said: **My movements 
here are uncerta@®’. Ihave not decided defi- 
nitely to cruise in the Meditérraneun during 
the winter and spring. I have not even 
chartered a yacht for such a trip, al- 
though I hdve one in view. It 
all depends upon two of my Newport neigh- 
bors—a gentleman and his wife—who intend- 
ed to accompany me, but were temporarily 
prevented.

Peixoto’s Soldiers Alinost Destroy the Ma- 
deciaInsurgents Complimented.

Mowrrevinio, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Dee, 14.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.|—The correspondent in Rio 
Janeiro sends word of the firing of the rebel 
transport Madecia early on the morning 
of Dec. 3 by Peixoto’s soldiers. 
A squad of them _ set out in 
launches for the Madecia, which lay at anchor 
in the harbor of Rio not far from shore. 
Reaching its side unobserved they threw téw 
soaked in kerosene oil upon its decks. It was 
then ignited and in a few moments was 
sheeted in flames, and would soon have been 
burned to the water’s edge had not other ves- 
sels of the rebel fleet fired upon the launches, 
obliging them to retire, and they then ex- 
tinguished the flames. 

The Congress of the Province of Minas 
Seraes has passed a resolution compliment- 
ing Peixoto’s conduct of the fight. .The 
States of Pernambuco, San Paulo, Parana, 
Santa Catharina, and Rio Grande do Sul have 
adopted a similar resolution. Peixoto has ex- 
tended the state of siege in Rio to Dec, 25. 

Mello’s ships outside the bay are now 
blockading the harbors of Rio and Santos. 

Admiral Saidanha de Gama, who assumed 
command of the rebel ships left in the har- 
bor of Rio when Mello escaped from the bay, 
has issued a manifesto addressed to the garri- 
son of Fort Villegaignon, which bas persist- 
ently kept up the fight against Peixoto, 
though the fort was badly shattered by shells 
from the loyal guns. In it the Admiral says: 

Witnesses of your courage, constancy, and re- 
peated acts of heroism, the people of this truly 
patriotic city express to you their fervent 
admiration of your bravery and their sym- 
pathy for the cause for which you fight 
—the cause of liberty and the _ rehabili- 
tation of your beloved country. Be sure that 
you have the good pill and the moral sup- 
port of nearly the whole nation. When by the 
force of arms you come out victorious 
your self-abnegation, your fortitude, your 
willingness to sacrifice even life itself in 
support of the best interests of our nation will 
long be cherished in the hearts of those who are 
almost exhausted by their search for 
means to support poor families, and who 
will not fail to reward your i forti- 
tude. Fight, then, with boldness in the 
defense of those glorious ruins, converted by the 
shelis of the enemy into a statue of liberty, 
whence fires still break out in vehement 
protestation against the aggressions of 
military tyranny.

LOBENGULA STILL A FIGHTER. 


He Continues to Make Trouble for the 
| British in South Africa. 

Carz Town, Dec. 14.—Official dispatches 
dated at Buluwayo Dec. 8 says: 

Maj. Forbes’ messengers, who left him at sun- 
down Dec. 4, havearrived. Maj. Forbes left Shelo 
Nov. 25. He followed Lobengula twenty miles. 
The rains rendered progress with the wagons 
slow, and Maj. Forbes selected 170 men, with 
whom he proceeded. carrying the food on the 
spare horses and sending the wagons with 130 
men to Emshlangane. The evening of Dec. 3 
Forbes reached the Shangani River. Capt. Wilson, 
with fifteen men,crossed and captured a Matabele, 
who informed him the King’s wagon was stuck 
hard by. Wilson sent the information to Forbes. 
who sent forward Capt. Barrow with twenty men. 
Barrow overtook Wilson before daylight. Upon 
reaching the wagon they called for somebody to 
come out. The natives at once began the attack. 
Wilson retreated 600 yards, losing four horses. 
Messengers whof were sent to Forbes es- 
caped with difficulty. They left Wilson 
fighting. Upon nearing the river they 
heard firing in Maj. Forbes’ camp. 
They swam the river, and when they joined Forbes 
at 8 o'clock in the morning they found he had 
been attacked at dawn by the Matabele, whom 
he had repulsed after he had suffered a loss of 
four wounded. Food and ammunition have been 
sent to the front from Buluwayo. Jameson and 
Willoughby also are proceeding to confer with 
Forbes. The whole of Maj. Gray’s column has 
been ordered forward. The natives continue to 
burrender, amongst them Marswie, lately in 
charge of Gambo’s regiment. 


IS AN ASYLUM FOR ANARCHISTS. 


The British Government Will Not Try to 
Keep the Reds Away. 

Lonpoxn, Dec, 14.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Horbort Katchbull-Hugessen, In- 
dependent Conservative, asked the govern- 
ment whether the Anarchists expelled from 
France would be allowed tocome to England. 
If they could not lawfully be prevented, would 
the govern:inent bring in a measure to save the 
country from becomimg a refuge for the 
avowed advocates of assassination? 

Herbert Asquith replied that the existing 
laws did not provide for the prevention of the 
landing in England of Anarchists. The. gov- 
ernment was not prepared to alter the laws. 

A. J. Balfour asked what course the gov- 
ernment proposed to take in regard to Lord 
George Hamilton’s motion on the condition 
of the navy. 

Mr. Gladstone said the government recog- 
nized its duty to meet the motion without de- 
lay and he would therefore assign ‘Tuesday 
next for. its discussion. He would propose 
an addition declaring in effect that it 
was the primary duty of the government to 
make ample provision for naval defense, 
‘and that the House relied upon the ministry 
*to submit a proposal in due time to secure 
that end. | 

In reply to a question asked by Mr. Sexton 
Mr. Gladstone announced that the House 
would adjourn Dec. 22 for the Christmas 
holidays and resume its sitting Dec. 27. 

Sir John Dorington, Conservative, moved 
the adjournment of the House in order to dis- 
cuss Mr. Gladstone’s proposal as to the Christ- 
mas holidays. Sir John declared the strain 
imposed upon the members by the continued 
sittings had become intolerabie. There ought 
to be a lang recess at the holidays.

‘MKANB GOES TO JAIL. 


GRAVESEND BOSS AND OONFRERES 
STAND IN OONTEMPT. 


Justice Barnard Fines the King and Four 
of His Followers $250 Each and Gives 
Them Thirty Days in the Kings County 
JaileHe Emphasises the Fact That In- 
junctions Do Go in MeKane’s Districte 
Ready for the Defense ‘in the Dr, Meyer 
Case=Gotham Notes. 


New York, Dec, 14.—There is a deposed 
King in the despotism of Gravesend and his 
name is John Y. McKane. Lobengula Mc- 
Kane and his Matabele foilowers to the num- 
ber of four were brought up against the doors 
of the Raymond Street Jail by the firm hand 
of Supreme Court Justice Barnard today. 
The decision of the Justice, written Wednes- 
day, was opened and read and it found 
the Gravesend despot: and a portipn of his 
election day retinue guilty of flagrant and 
excessive contempt of court. The decision 
did more than thats. It reannexed the terri- 
tory occupied by the Coney Island Matabeles 
to the State of New York and altered and 
amended the despotic ** Boss’”’ axiom to

‘* Injunctions do go here.”’

vainly applying Supreme Court Justices 
in Brooklyn fora stay of proceedings in ad- 
vance of the signing of the order of arrest, 
had begun to give out interviews tending to 
show that McKane’s sentence did not mean 
the debasement of imprisonment, but thirty 
days’ “detention,’’ durmg which he would be 
the Sheriff’s ** guest.””

u Sergeant and patrolman at- 
tached to the East [Fifty-first Street 
Police Station. For whereas Judge Bookstaver 
himseif declares that he was assaulted and 
robbed, the police record of the case is that 
the Judge ‘‘ received a severe cut on the nose 
and his knee bruised by falling on the side- 
walk at the northwest.corner of Forty-sixth 
street and Fifth avenue while slightly intoxi- 
cated.”’ Judge Bookstaver’s family physician, 
Dr. Alexander Hadden, and House Surgeon 
z, Stewart of the Flower O8- 
pital, who dressed the wounded man’s 
injuries at the police station, both as- 
sert that the Judge was not intoxicated. 
To excuse the blunder the police say they did 
not know the wounded man as “ Judge ”’ 
Bookstaver, but simply as a private citizen. 
Supt. Byrnes evidently takes this view of the 
case. Supt. Byrnes, however, will make a 
rigid investigation into the affair. The family 
physician issued a statement that Judge 
Bookstaver, although not dangerously ill, has 
been seriously hurt. Mrs. Bookstaver de- 
clared positively that her husband had been 


assaulted and robbed of his watch and chain. 


Judge Bookstaver is highly esteemed by his 
colleagues and the bar at large. Heis a fa- 
mous diner-out.

WATTERSON’S TRIBUTE TO LINCOLN. 


The Louisville Editor Lectures Under G, A. 
' RR, Auspices, 

Henry Watterson delivered an eloquent 
lecture on **The Compromises of Life”’ 
the Auditorium last night under the auspices 
of George H. Thomas Post,G. A. R. This was 
the second of the annual benefit lectures in- 
augurated by that society. The audience was 
not large, nany ticketholders preferring to 
stay at home on account of the weather, but 
the 800 who were present showed their ap- 
preciation by enthusiastic applause, which 
was frequent throughout the address. Judge 
Kirk Hawes introduced Mr. Watterson. Many 
of the boxes were occupied by leaders in 
Grand Army circles. Mr. Watterson said in 


part: 

From Cesar to Bismarck and Gladstone, the 
world has had its soldiers and its statesmen, men 
who rose to eminence and power, step by step 
through a series of geometric progression, as it 
were, each promotion following in regular 
order, the whole obedient to well-established and 
well-understood laws of cause and effect. These 
were not what we call “menof destiny.” They 
were men of the time. 

The inspired men are fewer. There is no expli- 
cation to their lives. They rose from shadow 
and they went in mist. We see them, feel them, 
but we know them not. They arrived, God’s 
word upon their lips, they did their office, God’s 
mantle about them, and they passed away, God’s 
holy light between the world and them, leaving 
behind a memory half mortal and half myth, 

Tried by this standard, and observed in an 
historic spirit, where shall we find an illustra- 
tion more impressive than in Abraham Lincoin, 
whose life, career, and death might be chanted 
by a Greek chorus as at once the prelude and the 
epilogue of the most imperial theme of modern 
times? Born as lowly as the Sonef God,ina 
hovel; of what real parentage we know not; 
reared in penury, squalor, with no me ¢ of light 
nor fair surrounding ; a young manhood vexed by 
weird dreams and visions, bordering at times on 
madness; without a grace, natural or acquired; 
singularly awkward, ungainly, even among the 
uncouth about him; :-groseaune in his aspects and 
weys; it was reserved for this strange being, late 
in life, without name or fame, or preparation, to 
be snatched from obscurity, raised to supreme 
command atasupreme moment, cia intrusted 
with the destiny of a nation. 

Where did Shakspeare get his genius? Where 
did Mozart get his music? Whose hand smote 
the lyre of the Scottish plowman and staid the 
life of the German priest? God alone, and, as 
surely as these were raised up by God, inspired 
of God, was Abraham Lincoln; and, a thousand 

years hence, no story, no tragedy, no epic m, 
will be filled with greater wonder or be read with 
deeper feeling than that which tells of his life 
and death.

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DIVIDES HIS BSTATE. 


WILL OF EDWARD MARTIN, THE 
PHILANTHROPIST, 18 FILED. 


The Document Is Placed of Record in the 
Yorkville, Kendall County, DL, Court= 
Much of His Wealth Disposed of Be- 
fore His Death—The Will Divides the 
Residue inte Forty Parts—Expresses 
the Belief That Every Man Should Be 
His Own Executor. 


The will of Edward Martin, the millionaire 
philanthropist, who died at Red Hook, N. Y., 
Dec. 3. was filed in‘ Judge Hudson’s Court at 
Yorkville, Kendall County, IIL, yesterday, 
disposing of the largest estate represented in 
any instrument of the kind ever filed in that 
county. 

It disposes of an estate upon which heavy 
inroads have already been made for the ben- 
efit of others and yet leaves a balance that 
may reach a million dollars or more. The 
fact that the will should be taken to Kendall 
Count¥ considerably surprised Judge Hudson, 
because he had never met Mr. Martin nor did 
he know that he claimed Kendall County as his 
residence, 

It has been intimated that Martin has been 
worth in years gone by no less than $2,000,- 
000, but in the last three years he has often 
said: ‘* Jithe Lord spares me long enough 
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EDWARD MARTIN, 


my executors will bave practically nothing to 
do.”’ And that is how it turned out. The 
millionaire bachelor had been his own execu- 
tor, and it is believed that he assigned no less 
than $1,000,000 worth of property within a pe- 
riod of two years among his relatives and others 
that met his idea as worthy of his benefi- 


cence, 
First Clause of the WiIL 

Almost the opening clause of his will stated 
his position, and reads as follows: 

It has been my desire in the past, is now, and I 
pray God that it will continue to be during my 
ife, to help those persons and ‘those enterprises 
that deserve encouragement. I believe it to be 
the duty of a man having property in excess of 
his own necessary wants to the almoner of 
such surplus property: orin other words to 
his own executor as far as ssible, and thereby 
secure greater good to mankind than could rea- 
sonably be expected if he held his property to 
= end, and then leave it to be managed, or per- 

sane mismanaged, by executors named in his 

Acting under these conditions of my duty 
it is my purpose, with God's help, to make good 
use of so much of his bounty as he has placed in 
my keeping; and so much of my estate as I do 
not dispose of in my lifetime I hereby give and 
bequeath as hereinafter named, without rebate or 
offset on account of any previous gift by me made 
to any person before my death. 

The will, dated June 8, 1891,is a brief 
document and gives no irtimation of the value 
of his estate. It first gives to John Littlejohn 
and Bertha Bell, two employés at bis Red 
Hook homestead, $250, and then provides for 
the purchase of a silver service, to cost not 
less than $1,000, for Samuel Beers of Chi- 
cago, his life-long friend and one of the exe- 
cutors of the estate. After a few minor stip- 
ulations he gave the residue of his estate to 
certain specific legatees. 

He provides for the division of the estate 
into forty equal parts, and the largest amount 
given to any one person is two shares. Amo 
the Chicagoans remembered are: Edwar 
Martin, manager of Counselman’s elevator at 
South Chicago, who gets one share; Emma 
Coon, Sarah and B. Martin of Englewood get 
half a share each, Hattie and  Eliza- 
beth Martin of South Chicago . get 
one share each, and Julia Traver of Engle- 
wood gets a share. The Congregational 
Church of Seward, Ill., gets $1,000. The 
executors named inthe will are Serena Mar- 
tin Martin of Red Hook, N. Y.; John O’Con- 
nor of Joliet, 1ll.; and Samuel Beers of Chi- 
cago. The witnesses were James C. O’Con- 
nor, Ambrose 0’Connor, and Judge Parks, all 
of Joliet. The will provides that the executors 
dispose of the property to the best advantage 
inside of ten years and divide the proceeds 
among the legatees as prescribed. 


May Reach $1,000,000, 


The executors stated that the personal prop- 
erty left by Mr. Martin amounted to about 
$230,000, and gave a bond for twice that 
amount, as required by law. It is known that 
Mr. Martin possessed real estate to the value 
of $150,000 when he died and that he held 
mortgages, bonds, and deposits that will swell 
the whole amoung to nearly a million dollars. 
It may be even more than that amount, It 
is known that he gave the homestead at Red 
Hook, N. Y., to his miece, Serena Martin 
Martin, in fee simple three years ago. This 
was valued at $50,000, and even aside from 
this he has placed her in a position so that she 
will never know what it is to want for a dol- 
lar. This assignment will never show in his 
written bequests and there aredozens of other 
gifts that will never be known by any papers 
that he left behind. 

Included in the real estate that he owned at 
his death was a 100-acre tract in Minnesota, 
between St. Paul and Minneapolis, valued at 
$125,000, and a farm in Kendall County 
worth $10, 000. 

The life of Mr. Martin was filled with good 
deeds. He has had no less than six poor 
young men in college under his patronage at 
one time. and some of them turned out in a 
manner so successful that he was as proud of 
them as if they were his own. 


A Charming Character. 


Hamilton B. Bogue said of Mr. Martin yes- 
terday: 

I remember Edward Martin as one of the most 
charming characters lever met. The only busi- 
ness I ever transacted for him was to sell the 
northwest quarters of sections 12, 88, and 13, at 
ee southwest corner of Forty- seventh street and 

California avenue, to Henry Phipps Jr. of Pitts- 
burg. The transaction was completed June 20 
last. Mr. Martin received $310,000 for the 
land. He boughtit of the government on a re- 
ceiver’s certificate Sept. 11, 1835, ae ieate The 

uren Oct. 
1, 1839. Mr. Martin had — it in fee simple 
and had rented it for farming purposes. 

He made an agreement bes 21, 1877, with 
Samuel Beers, J. W. Bennett, Gurdon S: Hub- 
bard, Bishop Samuel Fatlows, and William 
Aldrich to give the entire tract in fee simple for 
the establishment of a university to be called the 
‘Martin College of Theology,” stipulating that 
the buildings should be erected on the quarter 
section and that they should be maintained there 
for educational purposes. The trustees were al- 
lowed to sell at discretion portions not needed 
for buildings to raise funds, stipulating that 
funds so raised should be held in perpetuity to 
ore an income for the support of the coll 

he trustees were given until 1887 to erect ‘the 
buildings. This was not done, so the

Mr. Martin was tall in figu courteous in 
manner, gentle in his ways, and scholarly in ap- 
pearance and conversation. He was extremely 
modest in his intercourse with men. He made no 

retense of wealth. It was a delight to see him.

Since the Pomme cture of salt was be- 
nin Michigan in 1860 there has been pro- 
uced 64,128,949 barrels. The wholesale price 
in 1866 was $1. 80a barrel. It is 45 cents now.

PROOFS OF POISONING yore 


DR ETSENBESS TESTIFIES IN THE 
ANNA WAGNER TRIAL 


In the Bodies of Three of the Koesters 
Submitted to Him for Examination He 
Says on the Witness Stand He Found 
Arsenic = Rigorous Cross-Examination 
Fails to Shake His Damaging Evidence 
Foreclosure Proceedings Begun at Mil- 
waukee Against Schlesinger. 

InpranaPonis, Ind., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—~— 

The Anna Wagner poisoning trial was re- 

sumed this morning at a point where Dr. 

Storck left off Tuesday. The physician de- 

scribed the symptoms of the Koesters girl and 

the two old people in their last illness as those 
of arsenical poisoning. The will of Mrs. 

Clara Koesters, made two hours before she 

died, was introduced in evidence. It showed 

that the former contract of the old people to 
leave realty to Charies Koesters was not 


violated. It left personal property to Frank | 


Koesters, a brother of Charles. 

The greatest interest in the trial today cen- 
tered in the testimoriy of Dr. E. M. Eisen- 
bess, who analyzed the vital organs of the 
victims. The evidence was a revelation to 
outsiders, who had been carefully kept in ig- 
norance as to the details of the analysis be- 
yond the fact that poison had been found. 
Dr. Eisenbess testified in brief as follows: 

I have worked at tonocolony and analytical 
chemistry for twelve years ave taught it at 
the Indiana Medica! College. 1 studied it % 

Pauw. (He described the delivery to him of 
the stomachs of the Koesters family.) They 
were brought to me in a sealed jar by the Coro- 
ner. The stomach of Clara Koesters was brought 
to me at 3 o'clock in the morning. 1 found ar- 

enic in wa the parts of the body of Clara 

oesters. made Marsh’s, Fleichman’s, and 
other snarl They are the only reliable tests. All 
of them showed arsenic distinct and strong. I 
made a quantitative analysis. I found 471 
milligrams of arsenious acid in the body of Clara 
Koesters. This is the same poison as 
in rough on rats. I found the stom- 
ach highly inflamed. Arsenic would produce 
inflammation. The minimum fatal dose of arsenic 
for an adult is two grains. Ifound 7.22 grains 
in the parts of Clara Koesters. In my opinion 
arsenical ison caused the death of Clara 
Koesters. Parts of the body of Frank Koesters 
were also submitted to me. His stomach and 
bowels were also inflamed. Arsenic poison would 
cause this condition. The parts were delivered 
to me by the Coroner the 29th of May. 1 got 
part of the liver, one kidney, and the stomach. | 
made the analygis with great care. 
did discover a large amount of arsenic. I 
found 202 milligrams., Some of the poison would 
ane gaan by vomiting; some of it might be 
found in parts that were not delivered to me. 
Frank Koesters died from arsenical poisoning. 
Mamie Koesters’. stomach was also inflamed. I 
found a large amount of arsenic. The tests were 
distinct and strong. Mamie Koesters died from 
arsenical poisoning. 

The defense was apparently much discon- 
certed by the chemist’s testimonyand kept 
him under severe cross-examination in vain 
for hours with an attempt to tangle him and 
discredit the evidence. 

It is now announced that the indictments in 
the Indianapolis National Bank case wiil be 
given out next Monday or Tuesday at the 
latest, and that they will be against seven 
men. This probably means that two of the 
directors, in addition to the men already un- 
der bond, will be indicted. On his return 
from Washington John Kern denied that he 
went to intercede in the behalf of Director R.

The Year Just Ending Has Been a Hard 
One for Railway Business=The Re- 
ceiverships Cover Twelve Per Cent of 
the Total Capitalization, or $1,288,000,- 
000—Seventy-One Lines Are Insolvent= 
For Disenussion of the East-Bound 
Freight Problem. 


Inan artifle on “ Railway Siccitverehies 


and Foreclosures in 1893” the Railway Age 
states that during the year now closing near- 
ly 18 per cent of the entire railway mileage 
of the United States, representing over 12 
per cent of the entire capitalization, has gone 
into the hands of receivers, During the two 
years 1892 and 1893 the companies for 
which receivers were appointed represent over 
19 per cent of the mileage and nearly 16 per 
cent of the capital stock and bonds of all the 
railways in the country. The year 1893, it 
says, will be forever memorable as a year un- 
precedented in the rumber and magnitude of 
railway bankruptcies. 

The Philadelphia and ‘Reading failure in 
February ‘was the first great wreck of the 
year, and although several others of im- 
portance soon followed it was after the panic 
began that the most notable. calamities took 
place. July 25 came the Erie failure; in Au- 
gust the Northern Pacific confessed bank- 
ruptcy; and in October the Union Pacific sys- 
tem went into the hands of receivers. Mean- 
time and since, less notable companies, though 
many of great importance, have dropped into 
the insolvent list, until now, two weeks before 
the close of the year, it appears that since 
January last receivers have been appointed 
for no less than seventy-one’ roads, with near- 
ly 23,000 miles of line, an outstanding bonded 
indebtedness of almost 54,000,000, and 
capital stock agg —_ almost $ 1,288,- 
000,000 of stock Piad bonds from which all 


returns are suspended, with the certainty that 


a large per of this value will be wiped out 
do. the long process of the courts is ended. 

The alarming increase in the number of re- 
ceiverships, the amounts involved in-the last 
two years, and the exteut to which the work 
of insolvency among railways has been going 
on during the last ten years are indicated in 
the following table:

The association is plunged in debt, has little or 
no money, and it is openly claimed by some that 
the association’s money has been wasted by the 
management of the football association. 

The affairs of the association were brought into 
prominence this week when an Evanston firm 
served an attachment on $70 that the sopho- 
more élass was about to turn over to Manager 
Ramsey of the football team as the results of the 
‘* benefit ’’ given the team a short time ago bysthe 
sophomore minstrels. The case was to have 
been tried yesterday, but a day or so before two 
members of the college faculty, who are mem- 
bers of the Committee on Athletics, called at the 
company’s office and promised that they would 
see to it personally that the debt was paid. 

Athletics at the Northwestern have never been 
self-supporting. Each fall the football! team 
would end the season in debt, and the following 
spring the liabilities of the Athletic Association 
would be further increased by the baseball team. 
When Dr. Shephard erected the fence about Ath- 
letic Park thiffall it was expected that the ad- 
mission fees would not only support the teams, 
but that there wou be a surplus each season to 
be used as a “ sinking fund” for the association 8 
debts. The students were not disappointed in 
their hopes for an increase of receipts, which 
amounted to nearly a théusand dollars, double 
the receipts of former years. The team made but 
one trip, that to Ann Arbor, which cost $250, and 
at the close of the season Manager Ramsey aston- 
ished the Athletic Association by announcing that 
he closed the season $150 in debt. The debt of 
the association, instead of being diminished by a 
* sinking fund,” was in to $1,600. 

When Manager Ramsey made this announce- 
ment it was greeted with a howl of.dismay. 

The members of the team say the manage- 
ment did not even pay for shoes, sweaters, etc. 
that they got and finally had to pay for outo 
their own pockets. 

Some claim that Ramsey has given money to 
certain members of the team for their services, 
which is contrary to the laws of the association. 

The Athletic Association has taken steps to 
prevent the possibility of any waste of funds in 
the future. A committee has been appointed to 
revise the constitution, and henceforth the man- 
agers‘of the football, baseball, and track athietic 
teams will see only to ) management of the 
teams, while the finances will be in the hands of 
a specially appointed committee. This commit- 
mittee will be required to publish for inspection 
in the a paper itemized accounts of all 
receipts and expenditures. ‘ 

It is likely that the players will flatly refuse to

PLAY BY THE “ NAPOLEON.” 


At the Opening of the Fourth Game Each

New York, Dec. 14.—[Special. }—Gotham’s 
favorite billiardist, “Student”? Slosson, was 
defeated again tonight by ‘“‘ Napoleon” Ives 
of Chicago. It was the fourh of the series 
between Ives, Slosson, and Shaefer and the 
second meeting between the young Napoleon 
and the Student, and it resulted in Ives’ sec- 
ondyictory. The attendance was not as large 
as last night or the opening game. From the 
start the game was rather dull and uninterest- 
ing. It lagged until toward the close, when 
both men did some excellent work. Before 
this point was reached, however, many of the 
spectators had left the hall, wearied of the 
monotonous proceedings. ‘ 

From the fifth to the beginuing of the nine- 
teenth ‘inning Ives kept far in the lead of his 
opponent, and the playing was ordinary indeed 
for experts. At the nineteenth inning the Student 
brightened up and madearun of 113, He dis- 
played a cleverness and skill that startled the 
crowd. It began to look asif he might win, and 
even the young Napoleon began to fidget. The 
interest became intense. With brilliant plays 


the crowd applauded enthusiastically until the 


Chfeagoan ran out his string. 

The game was called at 8:15. George Moulton 
acted as referee. Slosson won the bank, took 
the white ball. scored one, and fell. Ives failed 
to score and the * Student” started in with a 
look of carnest.determination. He nursed the 
ivories along *he lower line, his touch showing 
the ntmost delicacy and precision. On the thirty- 
seventh shot the balls frozeé’and Slosson failed to 
score on a difficult bank. Ives picked up eight- 
een hard ones, going to grass ona bank the 
length of the table. Slossen could not get the 
bulls together, but succeeded in adding five to 
his string. 

The * Young Napoleon” posed a moment be- 
fore he made his next shot. Then he began with 
his old nursing tactics, From the upper rail the 
balls were carried along the line to the lower.

The next three innings the game stood stiil, 
Slosson scored 12,3,1 to Ives’ l hen 
Slosson failed to score. Ives braced up. The 
balls were rolli nicely when, at the twenty- 
first shot, he vane He the spot ball with his cue. 
Slosson captured 42 nice ones. Ives was ten 
behind “The Student” when he chalked 
his cue for the next inning. He rolled 
up 15 shots with open work, then got the globes 
along the lower rail. Then he tried balk line 
running for 13 shots. It lookedthen as though 
he had settled down for a run of consequence. 
Three times it looked as he was ready for the 
famous nurse, but each time he sent the red to 
the side cushion for position.

AMERIOAN BUILDING, LOAN, AND IN- 
VESTMENT CONCERN IN TROUBLE 


State Auditor’s Report on Its Alleged Mis- 
management Is Expected, but It Is 


Thought Wilt Furnish No Surprises= 


Some Members Claim That It Is Still 
Solvente(Officers Said to Be Involved 
in Grotto and Savoy Investments=May 
Be Turned Over to a Receiver. 

Nothing which the State Auditor may re- 
port asthe result of the ‘sixty-day examina- 
tion of the American Buildmg, Loan, ana In- 
vestment Society will surprise Chicago build- 
ing and loan people. Thecharacter of the as- 
sociation has never been above suspicion, and 
its affairs have always been in the hands of a 
coterie of fine-workers in national building 
and loan finance. The association was 
launched in 1888 under the management of 
E,. A. Summers, who had been dropped from 
the International Association of Chicago for 
cause. Among the men associated with the 
start of the society were John T. Revell, 
David Revell, George R. Hotchkiss, H. D. 
Castell, and W. L. Marston. The first 
moves of the society resulted in a row 
and a change of officers, W. L. Marston, 
a son of the junior member of the firm of 
Felix & Marston, was elected President and 
the society was fairly launched with prestige 
borrowed from an indefinite use of the above 
firm name and a few hundred dollars in cash. 

“From the organization of the society until 
today the history of the association has been 
one of jobbery and combinations of officers to 
divert association funds from their proper 
channels,’ said a man who claimed to know 
the company thoroughly. ‘* Combinations 
formed for ‘ working’ the society by the vari- 
ous means ready to the hand of the profes- 
sional building and loan manipulator were 
not always successful, but the failure of the 
various schemes has been due to interna! dis- 
sensions rather than to any interference 


from inspéctions made of the books of the . 


society. Committee after committee has 


gone over the accounts of the society and - 


either made indefinite charges, which were 
promptly faced down, or whitewashed the 
officers. 

Hurd Taken Into the Society. 

Soon after the association was well under 
way George M. Hurd of Minneapolis, who 
testified that his connection with a Minne. 
apolis national had been worth $40,000 in 
two and one-half years, with a number of 
associates, was taken into the American 
camp by Marston and Summers. e mem- 
bers of the Hurd contingent engineered the 
Minneapolis loans of the association on un- 
improved suburban property, and vunques- 
Manety made a handsome deal—for them- 
seives,. 

“EK. A, Summers decided that the association 
was scarcely making the appearance rneces- 
sary to its success, and without authority 
rented the eighth floor of the Owings Building 
and expended about $4,000 in fitting up 
quarters. Alongin thespring of 1890 Mr, 
Summers severed his connection with the so- 
ciety by request, it was said. 

Hurd contingent came into power in 
the directory, the Summers’ ‘mess’ was 
covered up by an alleged loan. and 
the society began to do an immense 
business. An average line of something like 
5,500 shares a month was written. me 
time in 1890 a ‘ wash’ loan on valueless Da- 
kota property was made in the interest of the 
Hurd faction, but it was taken up for fear of 
detection. Alongin 1891 a new deal was 
made, in which O. C. Neal of Minneapolis, 
George M. Hurd, and George I, Baker got 
partial control of the society. Another fac. 
tion was represented by W. L. Marston and 
ae” Modica. The Minneapolis fac- 
tion in a general way is responsi- 
ble for the . bad loans in the 
Northwest and at Hammond, while the latter 
faction relied on securing large salaries for 
its share. The poor shareholder had no 
chance whatever. His admission fees were 
more than swallowed up by an immense ex. 
pense account while the withdrawal value of 
his stock was reduced by all manner of fines 
and restrictions.”’ 

St. Paul Loaa Methods, 

These St. Paul Park loans attracted atten- 
tion in the summer of 1892, and at that time 
Tue TRIBUNE presented the ~_—— made 
against the society. It gave in detail the 
method of making the St. Paul loans and the 
charges of extravagance and irregularities, 

The Nationa! Buildmg and Loan ciub, com- 
posed of men connected with the manage- 
ment of national building and loan societies, 
made an investigation. It appears now that 
the committee realized that the society was 
handicapped by the results of mismanage- 
ment of its officers and by loans of question- 
able standing, but decided to give it a chance 
to.establish itself again on securing promises 
of reform from its officers and agreements for 
securing certainloans. The promises of these 
officers have, it is charged, never been kept 
and the association is, if anything, in a worse 
condition than it was a@ year ago. re- 
pdrts do not show any recent peculiar loans 
except afew at Hammond, and these are 
claimed te be on a fair margin of security. 

A proper auditing of accounts has been al- 
most an impossibility. The society did busi- 
ness over the entire country and has had thou- 
sands of-stock accounts. An aceountant act- 
ing for the State of Massachusetts went 
through the books this summer and failed to 
locate the conditason of the company. 
fact that the State Auditor’s examination has 
taken something like two months’ work of 
several men indicates the involved condition 
of the accounts. The Auditor’s report, which 
is expected by Saturday, will give some defi- 
nite figures as to the condition of the socie- 
ty’s assets. 

Thinks It Still Solvent, 


One of the men who has been associated 
with the association from the start expressed 
the opinion that the organization is still 
solvent, although admitting that it has been 
robbed in every conceivable wayever since it 
was organized. 

The later operations of the American Build- 
ing, Loan, and Investment Society concern 
M. M. Towle of Hammond and John N. 
Youug of Blue Island. In one of the latest 
reorganizations these men were elected re- 
spectively President and Treasurer, and on 
their names the association has beer doing 
business. They have had but little to do with 
the association, and although knowing that 
the association had a bad history and that it 
was being extravagantly managed have 
backed Messrs. Marston and Modica. Loans 
were made to Mr. Towle on Hammond prop- 
erty,and the money secured by this means 
from the society in turn loaned by Mr. Towle 
to Marston and Modica on their personal 
notes to cover their debts to the socié¢ty. 
The charge that the soviety’s money 
recently gone into the Grotto and more re- 
cently into the Savoy Theater is denied by the 
manager of the theater. He says Marston 
and Modica are stockholders in it, but only 
to the extent of some $8,000. The money 
did not go into the theater in the form ofa 
loan, but was turned in as the private funds of 
Messrs. Marston and Modica. 

C. F, Easton, who nas successfully managed 
the Aberdeen Building and Loan Association 
of Aberdeen, Dak., is the latest champion of 
the American Building, Loan and Investment 
Society. He expresses the belief that the 
association can be reorganized and operated 
successfully. The State Auditor, however 
may decide as local buildi people.decided 
months ago, that the association bas long out- 
lived its usefulness and turn its affairs over 
to a receiver.

Well, we got to the old chief’s camp and 
found him dressed like a fashion plate to: re- 
ceive us. headdress of eagle fathers, 
bead-fri moccasins, and all of that, but 
having only one eye. ‘Learned later that the 
medicine man made him tear out the other in a 
war dance. We passed the time of 
day, and he gaid *“ How,” and made the 
squaws and young bucks get down in the al- 
kali dust and salute us, e made a few signs 
in which the chief asked for firewater by try- 
ing to stand on his head, but we couldn’t let 
him have any because it was against the law. 
Besides, the supply was short. Finally the 
Smithsonian fellow thought he would have a. 
little fun, so he takes the glass eye out of the 
socket and rolls it around in his hand. Well, 
you ought to see the old chief’s face and the 
oung bucks and squaws. They couldn’t have 
n m surprised if that they 
looked for last year had dropped down in the 
party. The chief, howver, recovered quicker 
than the rest and seemed to catch an idea, for 
he reached out for the glass eye and after 
awhile put it where his missing eye had been.

ANOTHER SOUP HOUSE IS OPENED. 


Women of the Grand Army of the Republic 
Feed the Hungry. 

The free soup house opened at No. 66 
Pacific avenue by the women of the Grand 
Army of the Republic went into successful 
operation yesterday morning. It is open only 
from 10 a.m. to 12 m., but its patrons 
arrived as early as 7 a.m., and waited until 
10 o’clock for the feast to begin. Yesterday 
500 men were fed, and were given all they 
could eat, though it took four quart-pots of 
rich’soup and two loaves of bread each to 
satisfy some of them. 

This charity originated with and is mainly 
supported by Mr. Winslow of gph nny & Win- 
slow on Clark street, and the kitchen, 
which in the summer time is th r poultry 
house, is separated only by an_ alley. > 
from their establishment. Mr. Winslow 
furnishes the sou ready cooked, ana 
Siegel, Cooper Co. contribute 200 
loaves of bread aie day. Soup and 
bread constitute the menu. The men are ad- 
mitted on tickets, which they must get from 
the police officers ‘of the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion. They enter by the Pacific avenue door, 
receive soup and bread in front of the room, 
eat them from a table in the rear, and pass 
out by the alley in the rear. Every culler is 
on all he can eat. 

Wages ymmae wt went - rapidly yesterday at 
d warehouse under the east approach of 
es Randolph street viaduct for the opening 
next Sunday of the Lakeside Free Kitchen, as 
it is called by Robert Greer, who 
riginated idea and will  fur- 
nish everything except the raw provisions, 
which are guaranteed by H. N. Higinbotbam. 
Mr. Greer expects to feed certainly 4,000, 
and possibly 12,000 hungry men daily, as 
soon as he gets to work ike other soup- 
houses his will furnish three meals a day. 
The bill of fare will be coffee and bread for 
breakfast and supper, and meat stew and 
bread for dinner. Each man as he goes in 
will be handed a bowl of coffee or stew, as the 
case may be, and three slices of bread. But 
he is at liberty to come around to the north 
door if he likes, and indeed he may make the 
circuit all day if he pleases. He is expected 
to eat until he is satisfied. 


POOR POLISH FAMILY 18 EVICTED. 


Landlord in Fear of Not Getting His Rent 
Puts the Javines Into the Street. 

Mary Javine applied to the West Chicago 
avenue palice yesterday for relief from her 
landlord. The womanis Polish and unable 
to speak or read English. Through an inter- 
preter she told her story. ‘* My husband isa 
laboring man,’’ she said, “ and we have five 
small children. We have lived for some 
time in the basement at No. 323 West Chica- 
goavenue, where we paid $4 a month for 
poor quarters. When my husband got out of 
work the landlord becameafraid we could not 
pay the rent, but we have done so for 
four months. Now my husband goes out 
every day gyre Be wosk. He doesn’t 
find any and lord asked us to move 
out, fearing we could not pay him. But we 
raised the money and offered it tohim. In- 
stead of taking it the landlord sent a man to 
the house today who put me and the five 
children out of the house and then threw our 
furniture upon the sidewalk while my hus- 
band was eway and I had no one to assist me. 
I don’t know where to go. My children are 
hungry and will freeze in the street.’’ Sergt. 
Diehle was unable to assist Mrs. Javine and 
she left the station crying.
